CLEVELAND EXPLAINS 
MORGAN'S BOND DEAL 


Not Ashamed of Means He 
Took to Get Gold. 


WHITE HOUSE CONFERENCE 


President Had Determined to Ask for 
Public Bids—Morgan Feared Delay 
Would Cause Financial Troubl:.

PHILADELPHIA, May 4.—Ex-President 


Cleveland has written for The Saturday 


Evening Post a history of the bond issues 
by the Government in 1894, 1895, and 1896, 
which were made the basis for attacks on 
his:Administration. 

Mr, Cleveland shows how the gold reserve 
is fnade up and quotes the law authorizing 
the jssue of United States bonds. 

‘“The popular belief,” he says, ‘‘ became 
deep seated and apparently immovable that 
the reduction of this gold reserve to an 
amount less than $100,000,000 would in some 
Way cause a disastrous situation and per- 
haps justify an apprehension concerning 
our Nation's financial soundness.” 

This reserve never fell as low as $100,- 
09000 from June, 1878, until April, 1893, 
when, Mr. Cleveland says, ‘in an evil hour 
a Vegislative made to a 


mischievous and persistent demand for the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver.” 

This concession was first exhibited in an 
act of Congress passed in 1878, directing the 
expenditure of not less than $2,000,000 nor 
more than $4,000,000 each month by the 
Secretary of the Treasury in the purchase 
of silver bullion and the coinage of such 
bullion into silver dollars. 

“Though this act is not in itself so inti- 
mately related to my subject as to require 
cetailed explanation. it was the forerun- 
ner of another law of Congress which had 
much to do with creating the financial con- 
ditions that necessitated the issuance of 
Government bonds for the reinforcement of 
the gold reserve. 

“This law was passed in 1890 and-super- 
feded the provision of the law of 1878 di- 
recting the purchase and coinage of silver. 

"On Jan. 17; 1894, the Government was 
confronted by a disquieting emergency. The 
gold reserve had fallen to less than $70,000,- 
000; notwithstanding the most diligent ef- 
forts to maintain its sound condition. 

Against this slender fund gold demands 
ameunting to not less than $450,000,000 in 
Uhkea States notes, and Treasury notes 
w th * ual circulation, . and, others 
a about $50,000,000, in addition, 
were temporarily held in the Treasury sub- 
ject. to reissue, ‘the entire volume, by 
peremptory fequirement of law, remaining 
uneanceled, even after repeated redemption. 
Nor was there any promise of a cessation 
of the abnormal and exhausting drain of 
gold then fully under way. 

“Another factor in the situation, most 
perplexing and dangerous, was the distrust, 
which was growing enormously, regarding 
the wisdom and stability of our scheme of 
finance. As a result of these conditions 
there loomed in sight the menace of the 
destruction of our gold reserve, the repudia- 
tion of aur gold obligations, the humiliat- 
ing fall of our Nation's finances to a silver 
basis, and the degradation of our Govern- 
ment’s high standing in the respect of the 
civilized world.” 

The offer of the Government to sell bonds 
‘was then made, as Mr. Cleveland relates, 
as the only way to avoid “our country’s 
disgrace.’’ Secretary Carlisle, through 
bankers in’ New York, succeeded in pro- 
curing the sale of $50,000,000 bonds for $58,- 
660,917.63 in gold, bringing the reserve on 
March.6, 1894, to $107,440,802. 

In less than three months the reserve 
Was again ‘depleting, amounting on Nov. 
14 to*$61;878,374. Another $50,000,000 bond 
issue, was. made, but.in January, 1895, the 
reserve dropped to such an alarming ex- 
that. Mr. Cleveland sent a_ special 
message-to Congress, which, however, was 
unavailing. ‘He continues: 

“On Feb. 8, 1895, those who under the 
mandate of executive duty were striving, 
thus unaided, to-avert the perils of the 
situation, could count in the gold reserve 
only the frightfully low sum of $41,340,181, 
and it must’ be remembered that this was 
only two months after the proceeds of the 
second sale of bonds had been added to the

| The bodies were discovered by a’ neighbor, 
} ‘John Rice, who had gone to the place to 
; borrow a farming implement. Robbery is 
supposed to have been the motive of the 
crime, as the house had been ransacked 
from end to end. Both the man and woman 
j were fully clothed when killed, indicating 
that they had not retired when the burg- 
lars got into the house. 

A red handkerchief was found outside the 
door, and the officials are looking for the 
murderer among the laborers employed on 
the Shawmut Railroad extension. 

Sheriff Hancock arrived at the scene of 
the murder this afternoon and has looked 
the ground over for clues in addition to 
the red handkerchief and the file stiletto. 

Farmers from all over the region are 
scouring the country for the murderer. 
Every man is armed@ and a feeling of gen- 
' eral insecurity prevails throughout the en- 
| tire region of West Almond, owing to the 
{ robbery and murder.

HOBOKEN TRAIN COLLISION. 


Locomotives Wrecked and Enginemen 
Injured in Accident Near Terminal. 


A collision between passenger trains oc- 
eurred on the Lackawanna Railroad last 
night within 500 feet of the west end of the 
big train shed in Hoboken. Two locomo- 
tives were wrecked and the engineer and 
fireman of one of them were bruised and 
shaken up. 

The accident occurred in the yards. Train 
No. 153, a local, bound for Newark and 
Roseville, and then to points along the 
Montclair Division, left the station at 8:05 
Thomas Cusick was the engineer. The train 
consisted of four cars well filled. Train 
No. 410, an east-bound train from Easton, 
was then due at the terminal, but was 
about a minute late, 

The trains shouid have passed each other 
in the yards, but through some mistake 
which had not been explained last night a 
switch operated from the main tower at 
the terminal was so thrown as to shunt the 
outgoing train over toward the incoming. 
Before the engineers could stop the outgoing 
: engine hit the incoming one a glancing 
blow, which threw her over on her side. 
The drivewheels and forward trucks of the 
| outgoing engine was derailed, but did not 
turn over. 

P. Miller, the engineer, and C. Booth, 
the fireman, of the incoming train were 


j bruised slightly. ‘The passengers hardly 
felt the shock. There was a delay of 
: only a few minutes. Shifting engines drew 
} the trains apart and from the shed, and,

minutes late. The other“wars were also 
; shunted into the station, and the passen- 
gers suffered even less delay. 
; ‘The only theory of the accident I can 
give,’ said the station agent at Hoboken, 
; “is that a spring or some other small de- 
{| vice broke or became misplaced at a criti- 
‘cal moment. It is the very first mishap of 
the sort that has ever happened on this 
| road, and, needless to say, it will be care- 
‘ fully looked into. Ordinarily suéh a colli- 
sion could not occur without injuring a 
; score or more persons, but, so far as we 
{| know, none of the passengers was hurt, 
‘ aside from being badly shaken up; at least 
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; none of them could show any injury.”’

HEARST SPEAKERS TAUNTED 


Minority Report Ignored Kansas City 
Piatform and Did Not Indorse Hearst 
—Other Side Had the Votes. 


DES MOINES, Iowa, May 4.—W. R. 
Hearst to-day carried the Iowa Democratic 
Convention by a majority of more than 150 
votes. Hearst. resolutions were adopted, 
Hearst .delegations from the contesting 
counties were seated, and Hearst dele- 
gates were selected. The delegates were 
instructed to voteas a unit. 

The convention was boisterous, and the 
orators, of whom there were many on both 
sides, were hissed, some of them being 
driven from the stage. M. J. Wade, the 
only Democratic Congressman from Iowd, 
and J. B. Sullivan, formerly candidate for 
Governor, and others appealed to their 
party in vain against instructions. 

Hearst's supporters would listen to no 
compromise, and Wade and Sullivan were 
kept out of the delegation, which is head- 
ed by J. M. Parsons of Rock Rapids. The 
other delegates-at-large are Gen. J. B. 
Weaver, Judge F. M. Carr, and 8S. B. 
Wadsworth. 

Cries of ‘‘ Bought!” “‘ Brass collar!’’ and 
‘““How much did it cost?’’ met the Hearst 
speakers whenever they attempted to 
speak, and pandemonium reigned in the 
convention. 

The resolutions lay great stress on the 
trusts, and point to Hearst as the cham- 
pion of the anti-trust idea. The anti- 
trust paragraph follows: 

“We recognize in the predatory trusts 
the greatest danger that has ever threat- 
ened the life of the Nation and the welfare 
of the people, and denounce their scheme of 
levying tribute upon all producers and con- 
sumers as a modern system of brigandage, 
which, while masquerading under the cloak 
of the law, in fact makes of law a motkery 
and of justice a farce. 

“In utter disregard of the natural and 
constitutional rights of the farmers, the 
merchants, and the great army of wage 
earners, the trusts have ruthlessly seized 
upon every branch of production and dis- 
tribution until every avenue of human en- 
deavor is compelled to bow at the behests 
of these conscienceless criminals and pay 
tribute or cease to exist. 

‘““We denounce the vicious tariff system 
fostered and perpetuated by the Republican 
Party under which the trusts have been 
born, bred, and fattened, and the species 
multiplied until they have every industrial 
and commercial interest by the throat, and 
we demand the repeal of every tariff which 
denies ‘ equal opportunity for all.’ ”’ 

The resolutions also indorse the candidacy 
of Hearst and reaffirm, the. Kansas City 
platform, but a minority report not only 
failed to indorse Hearst, but:it‘ignored’ the 
Kansas City platform.

Diplomatic Relations with Servia to be 
Resumed. : 


VIENNA, May 4.—Mr. Jackson, the 
United States Minister to Greece, Rou- 
mania, and Servia, will go to Belgrade to- 
morrow, where he will spend a few days 
and present his credentials to King Peter. 

A Belgrade dispatch says elaborate ar- 
rangements are being made for his Ma- 


jesty’s coronation on June 15, the annivers- 
ary of his election to the throne. The cor- 
onation will take place at Kosieritza, the 
ancient place for the coronation of Servian 
Kings, where the late King Alexander was 
anointed but not crowned.

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Minister Jack- 
son’s visit to the Court of King Peter is in 
pursuance of an understanding which was 
reached between Mr. Hay and the Minister 
when the latter was in Washington a short 
time ago. 

Since the assassinations at the palace in 
Belgrade a year ago this Government has 
not maintained diplomatic relations with 
the Servian Government, With the visit of 
Mr. Jackson to Belgrade relations will be 
resumed, and the new ruler recognized.

WASHINGTON, May 4.—An informal con- 
ference between leading Republicans in the 
Senate and President Roosevelt was held 
at the Executive Offices to-day. Senators 
Allison, Cullom, and Spooner were with the 
President a considerable time. [ 

It is known that the preliminary cam- 
paign work, including the Republican plat- 
form and the selection of a Chairman of the 
National Committee, was considered in- 
formally. It can be said that no man yet 
has been selected to head the Republican 
committee in the approaching campaign. 
The indications now are fhat no selection 
will be made for several weeks. 

Later in the day, the President had con- 
ferences with Senator Aldrich, Senator 
Platt of New York, and Speaker Cannon. 
Senator Aldrich started to-day for Hot 
Springs, Va., where he will rest for a few 
days.

furnishing their racetrack wires, Col. Rob- 
ert C. Clowry, the company’s President, 
talked yesterday. . 

“It has always been the policy of the 
Western Union,” he said, ‘‘to obey the 
laws of the land and all of them. The com- 
pany is not conscious of having pursued 
any different policy in its business. For 
forty years it has transmitted and delivered 
reports of sporting events, and it continues 
to transmit and deliver to any subscriber 
demanding the service news concerning 
horse races, boat races, bicycle races, au- 
tomobile races, baseball games, football 
games, and all other such events. Such 
information ‘has been given to the daily 
papers, to the principal hotels, clubs, brok- 
ers’ offices, and, in short, to whomsoever 
demanded the service. 

“Such has been the practice. Is it ille- 
gal? The duty of the company to render 
such service to persons who demand it is 
firmly fixed by the law, as our counsel ad- 
‘weed me. They tell me that the courts 
have declared that it is the legal duty of 
the telegraph ‘company to transmit all mes- 
sages offered, if they are couched in decent 
language, and that a public service cor- 
poration has no right to be a. censor of 
public or private morals, that being the 
function off the public authorities. 

“The employes of our company at times 
have refused to receive messages which ap- 
peared to them to be for obviously immoral 
purposes. I recall a case in the State of 
Indiana. We were held liable because our 
operator refused to transmit a message 
because he knew of the illegal or improper 
use for which it was intended. But the Su- 
preme Court of the State said we were 
wrong; that we had no right to become a 
censor, and that it was our legal duty to 
transmit all messages framed in decent 
language. The court expressly stated that 
the telegraph company was not authorized 
‘to inquire into or impugn the motives of 
any:one who desires to transmit a message 
couched in decent language.’ 

*“‘Tt is our legal duty to transmit all mes- 
sages couched in decent language, We 
have no discretion in the matter. The 
company is as much obliged to obey one 
law of the land as another. ~ 

“In view of recent occurrences, I have 
to say that I do not believe any fair-minded 
person will suppose that fhe Western 
Union Telegraph Company would willingly 
become 4 party to“Any criminal undertak- 
ing. While we tannot put ourselves in the 
attitude of passing upon the morals of- the 
people for whom we transmit messages or 
to whom we lease wires, we are quite ready 
to co-operate with the constituted authori- 
ties in their efforts to suppress crime, and 
we will go just as far in this direction, un- 
der the advice of our counsel, as we are 
permitted by law to go. Surely no one will 
expect us to énforce one law by breaking 
another. 5 

“Tf the authorities will give us evidence 
upon which we can act, prudently, they 
need have no fear that we will not aid 
them. Whenever those charged with the 
enforcement of the law will furnigh th‘s 
company in writing with the names of per- 
sons who are engaged in keepitg unlawful 
poolrooms and specify the places where the 
poolrooms are located, and state that they 
have decided to take action to close them 
up, if they request the telegraph company 
to cease the transmission of intelligence to 
such places, we will promptly comply with 
such request, even though the public au- 
thorities should prove to be mistaken and 
the telegraph company thereby should be 
involved.in ‘litigation and liability.’’ 

When District Attorney Jerome heard of 
Col. Clowry’s statement he said he would 
not take official notice of it until the West- 
ern Union came to him and expressed a 
purpose to aid in closing poolrooms. , If 
the Directors of the company were of such 
a mind, he said, there would be little diffi- 
culty in his coming to an understanding 
with them about the cutting off of infor- 
mation by telegraph. He explained that 
telegraph instruments were rarely found in 
poolrooms because the operators took good 
care to cut the wires and throw the instru- 
ments out of the window upon the arrival 
of the police. 

Capt. Goddard said last night: 

‘“‘— am frank to say that I am disap- 
pointed in the statement issued by Pres- 
ident Clowry after a week’s delay and 
cogitation. As to his statement that 
he will co-operate with the public authori- 
ties so far as the advice of his counse] will 
allow him to do, I think it is pretty weil 
understood that a counsel for a corporation 
is a man who is employed to find legal ways 
in which the corporation can carry out 
what it has determined on; or legal ways in 
which the doing of something to which the 
corporation objects may be obviated. 

‘Incidentally it might be pointed out 
that he does not contradict the statement 
made at the City Club that his company 
contracted to supply racing news to a pool- 
room, and to supply a man who would help 
run the poolroom. His failure to contra- 
dict that statement is significant, and in- 
dicates that it is not susceptible of con- 
tradiction. 

“The main point to be noticed, however, 
is his time-worn expedient of all officials 
who are unwilling to perform a duty that 
obviously should be performed—that is to 
say, the expédient of putting it up to some- 
body else to produce evidence. Either with 
entire. insihcerity or through an ursuppos- 
able ignorance, he oe the fact that 
every contract which he made with a pool- 
room explicitly a that an employe 
of the Western Union Company known as 
an Inspector shall have free access to such 
poolroom at any and all times, so that it 
stands as a fact that the fountain head of 
all information and evidence regarding 
poolrooms jis right in his own building, and 
that the evidence he calls upon the public 
authorities to supply can be had simply by 
sending for the reports of his Inspectors 
or by sending for the Inspectors them- 
selves. ’ 

*“ He also would make it appear that the 
Western Union Company merely transmits 
messages. That is absolutely contra to 
the fact, which is that it js not merely a 
transmitter of news, prowence regarding 
racing, but is actually the originator of the 
news and the purveyor of it. In other 
words, the Western Union manufactures, 
jobs, and retafls racing news. 

**T am pleased to note that not one of the 
statements of facts made by the committee

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PORT ARTHUR 1S 
REPORTED SEALED 


Desperate Dash Declared to 
Have Been Fully Successful. 


ATTACK AT FULL SPEED 


Japanese Went Prepared to Lose Half 
Their Men—Attempt in Broad 
Daylight at Heroes’ Request. 


LONDON, May 5.—The opinion gains 
ground here that the Japanese have at last 
effectually blocked Port Arthur. No of- 
ficial Japanese report om the subject has 
yet been received, but the Tokio corre- 
spondents are very positive regarding the 
matter, and describe the determination 
with which the enterprise was undertaken, 

The Daily Telegraph's correspondent de- 
clares that the entrance to Port Arthur is 
“ absolutely sealed,” and adds that the Jap- 
anese fleet, in effecting its purpose, 
steamed into the entrance at full speed, 
and that the naval officers who made the 
two previous attempts begged permission to 
carry out the next attack by daylight, that 
being easier, and their request was granted. 

“So determined were they to succeed,” 
adds the correspondent, ‘“ that they decid- 
ed if necessary to lose half their men. The 
number of casualties sustained’ by- the 
Japanese has not yet been announced.” 

In favor of the supposition of Japanese 
success in blocking Port Arthur, it is point- 
ed out that the previous attempts had left 
the chapnel so narrow that a couple of 
vessels’sunk in the fairway would probably 
suffice to seal up the entrance, while there 
is a noticeable evasion and half-heartedness 
in the Russian denials of the enemy’s suc- 
cess. 

LONDON, May 5.—There is no confirma- 
tion here of the Paris rumor that an en- 
gagement between the Russian and Japan- 
ese squadrons had takeh place off Vliadi- 
vostok, and St. Petersburg knows hothing 
of the rumored capture of Niu-Chwang.

FEAR EFFECT OF DEFEAT.

BERLIN, May 4.—Letters from St, Pe- 
tersburg state that even in official quar- 
ters a profound and painful impression 
has been created by the defeat of the 
Russians on the Yalu.

RUSSIAN GUNNERY INFERIOR.

TOKIO, May 4.—The Japanese con- 
sider that Russian strategy in the battle 
of the Yalu showed the same defect as 
was displayed by Chinese strategy iu 
1894, namely, want of offensive initia- 
tive. 

Capt. Arima, who was in command on 
two occasions when the Japanese sought 
te block Port Arthur with explosive ves- 
sels, has delivered a lecture at Tokio on 
the naval operations of the war. 

The Japanese, said Capt. Arima, knew 
from frequent observation exactly what 
Admiral Makaroff’s tactics were. They 
were therefore able to place their mines 
in a positian over which his ships would 
probably pass when manoeuvring before 
entering the harbor. 

The Captain went on to say that when 
Admiral Makaroff was pursuing the Jap- 
anese cruiser squadron, the distance of 
which did not exceed 8,000 meters, (8,700 
yards,) there was a hot interchange of 
fire, but the Russians did not come in 
sight of the Japanese main squadron, 
the presence of which while still twenty 
miles distant was signaled from Golden 
Hill, 

The Japanese, who were watching the 
manoeuvres which Admiral Makaroff 
subsequently performed in accordance 
with his usual custom, expected mo- 
mentarily to see a catstrophe. 

Referring to the sinking of the Petro- 
paviovsk, Capt. Arima said the Japanese 
ebserved three distinct explosions. They 
believed the first was caused by a mine, 
the second by the ship’s magazine, and 
the third by her boilers. They saw the 
masts of the Petropaviovsk slowly incline 
to an agile of 45 degrees and then fall 
rapidly. The whole of the Japanese 
squadron refrained from the use of to- 
bacco and wine for a day as an act of 
mourning for Admiral Makaroff’s death, 

Capt. Arima said that no Japanese tor- 
pedo boat or destroyer had been obliged 
to return to harbor for repairs since the 
beginning of the war; all had been re- 
paired at sea. 

The failure of the Russians, said the 
Captain, was attributable mainly to bad 
gunnery, but nevertheless they would 
have damaged the Japanese ships if their 
explosives had been effective, Since No- 
vember the Japanese Navy had con- 
stantly practiced with full charges until 
it had developed skill which inspired 
great confidence. The Japanese move- 
ments, moreover, were much facilitated 
by the excellence of their electric com- 
munications. 

The Russians, said Capt. Arima, ap- 
parently lacked the skill to manoeuvre at 
night without lights. 


TORPEDO BOATS POR RUSSIA. 


Sections of Vessels Being Constructed 
in Genmany.

BERLIN, May 4.--The Schichau Ship- 
building Company at Danzig recenily 
denied a report that it had sold to Rus- 
sia eight torpedo boats which it was 
building for the German Navy, but which 
the German Government had opportunely 
declined to take over. 

It is now stated that the Vulcan yard 
at Stettin is busily engaged in the con- 
struction of sections of torpedo boats 
and the machinery for such.craft, which 
will be sent without deiay to Libau to 
the order of the Russian Government. 
The yard is said to be working from 5 A. 
M. to 9 P.M. 

It is further reported that a large 
number of German workmen are being 
sent from Stettin to Libau. 

It is not known whether the Russian 
Government intends to complete the con- 
struction of the torpedo boats at Libau 
and incorporate them with the Baltic 
fleet or whether it will send the sections 
by the Siberian Railway to Port Arthur 
and Vladivostok. 

In some quarters the question whether 
the supply of sections of torpedo boats 
or unfinished machinery for such vessels 
constitutes a breach of neutrality ap- 
pears to be regarded as debatable.

RUSSIA APPALLED - 
BY YALU DISASTER 


Grief Mitigated Only by Reports of 
Valor of the Troops. 


TWO REGIMENTS NEARLY LOST 


Kashtalinsky Telis How They Cut Their 
Way Through Japanese Army by 
Desperate Bayonet Charges. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 6, (8:47 A. M.)— 
The magnitude of the Russian losses in the 
defeat at Kiu-Lien-Chen, which in a graph- 
ic report of the battle by Major Gen. Kash- 
talinsky, received yesterday by the Em- 
peror, are given as 2,000 men and forty of- 
ficers, had an almost stunning effect on the 
authorities and aroused general grief, miti- 
gated only by satisfaction at fe bravery 
displayed by the Russian troops, 

Not for @ moment was there any inten- 
pn to pay such a terrible price for delay- 

g the enemy’s crossing of the Yalu. This 
fact was known throughout the city and 
gave rise to renewed reports, attributed to 
official sources, that Gen. Kuropatkin had 
officially censured Lieut. Gen. Sassulitch. 
If this was so, Gen. Kuropatkin's tele- 
graphed criticism of Sassulitch was care- 
fully cut out of the dispatches which have 
been published, and the general impression 
now held is that he will remain in Man- 
churia. 

Gen. Kashtalinsky’s report establishes the 
fact that the Russians suffered the greatest 
loss in order to save the two regiments 
which were occupying Antung. 

The Eleventh Regiment had the post of 
honor at the rear, with instructions to hold 
back the Japanese, The Twelfth Regi- 
ment and the Third Battery’s quick-firing 
detachments were directed to retire. 

By the time the latter moyement com- 
menced the Japanese had almost surround- 
ed the Russian position. The Twelfth Regi- 
ment was compelled to charge with the 
bayonet, and succeeded in breaking through 
the cnemy’s line. Phe Second Battery’s 
quick-firing detachment, without horses, 
could not move the guns and were com- 
pelled to abandon them. The men of the 
Second Battery put their shoulders to the 
wheels in an effort ‘to push the guns up 
the mountain side, but the Japanese fire 
was so hot that they returned to the pro- 
tection of the Eleventh Regiment. 

Nearer and nearer approached the Jap- 
anese, and a charge upon the Eleventh 
Regiment and the Second Battery was im- 
minent, so the guns were abandoned, 

Then a priest. led the troops, and they 
began the terrible march: across the val- 
ley, 

The idea has prevailed that the Rus- 
sians would not make a stand at Feng- 
wang-Cheng, but the fact that a Japanese 
occupation of that point would enable a 
movement to the southwest, thus cutting 
off the Liao-Tung Peninsula, which is 
taken into consideration by the authorities, 
leads ‘to the expectation that Gen. Kuro- 
patkin will dispatch strong reinforcements 
there and make a determined stand. 

The activity of the Japanese, it is re- 
marked here, is not only north of the 
Yalu, from which there is constant scout- 
ing, but also off the Liao-Tung Peninsula. 


“GRIEVOUS, YET GLORIOUS.” 


Gen. Kashtalinsky’s Stirring Descrip- 
tion of the Battle. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 4.—The Emperor 
to-day received the following dispatch 
from Gen. Kuropatkin: 

‘Major Gen. Kashtalinsky reports as fol- 
lows: 

“*T consider it my duty to report the 
circumstances of the grievous, yet glorious, 
battle fought by the troops under my com- 
mand with the superior forces of the Japa- 
nese on May 1, 

“* Early on the morning of April 30 the 
Japanese began to oppress our left flank, 
having on the previous evening occupied 
the Khussan Heights after an aftack ‘in 
consequence of which I ordered the Twen- 
ty-second Regiment, which had occupied 
Khussan, to retire across the Aho River 
to our position at Potietinsky. 

““*On the morning of the same day an 
extraordinarily prolonged and violent bom- 
bardment of our} whole position at Kiu- 
Lien-Cheng commenced from Wi-ju. I 
foresaw that the Japanese, after the bom- 
bardment, in which over 2,000 projectiles 
were discharged, would take the offensive. 


ORDERED TO HOLD POSITION. 


“*T recelyed orders from Lieut. Gen. 
Sassulitch to accept battle and to retain 
my position at the forts of Potietinsky. 

““*My left flank was defended by two 
battalions .of the Thirty-second Regiment 
and the Third Battery of the Sixth Bri- 
gade. 

“*The Japanese took the offensive at 5 
o’clock in the morning, dispatching at least 
one division of infantry, which, advancing 
in column, sustained enormous losses, but 
crossed the ford and attacked our position, 
which was exposed to the fire of thirty-six 
field guns and siege batteries, — 

“«The Japanese advarfeed and occupied 
the position. 

“* Toward noon I ascertained that the 
Japanese had routed the battalion of the 
Twenty-second Regiment posted at Chin- 
Gow and were turning my left flank. 

“* At 1 o'clock in the afternoon my left 
flank was reinforced by two battalions of 
the Eleventh Regiment and a battery com- 
manded by Lieut. Col. Moravsky, which 
were sent from the reserve by Gen. Sas- 
sulitch, with orders,to hold their ground 
until the departure of the Ninth and Tenth 
Regiments from Sakhodza. I ordered the 
Pleventh Regiment to occupy a command- 
ing position in the rear, from which they 
could fire on the enemy /from two sides. 

“*T held Lieut, Col, Moravsky’s battery 
in reserve and ordered the Twelfth Regi- 
ment, the Third Battery, and the quick-fir- 
ing guns to retire under cover of the Blev- 
enth Regiment, 

‘** My Chief of Staff led the rear guard 
to its position. 


MORAVSKY BATTERY’S PLIGHT. 


“* At 1 o’clock the Japanese approached 
so close to the position held by the Blev- 
enth Regiment that the Third Battery could 
not pass along under the cross fire, and, 
taking up a position a short distance from 
the Japanese, remained there until the end 
of the fight, losing its commander, Lieut. 
Col, Moravsky. 

“* A&A company with guick-firing guns was 
brought up from the rear guard, and the 
offiver commanding this force, seeing the 
difficult situation of Moravsky’s> battery, 
took up the position on his own initiative. 
He lost haif of his men and all his horses 
and attempted to remove his guns by hand 
to the shelter of the hills under the Jap- 
anese cross fire. The quick-firing pieces dis- 
charged about 35,000 bu\ets. 

“*The Twelfth Regiment cut its 
through and saved its colors. 

“*The Second Battery of the Sixth Bri- 
gade, having attempted to rejoin the re- 
serves by angther route, could not ascend 
the mountain slopes with only half its 
horses, and, retiring to its original posi- 
tion, received the Japanese attack. 

“*The Eleventh Regiment, which heid its 
ground for two hours more with heavy 
losses, forced a passage at the point of the 
bayonet, and crossed the ravines with its 
colors. It lost its Colonel Commandant. 

* We lost forty officers and about 2,000

ANOTHER BATTLE IMMINENT, 


Japanese Reported to be Marching on 
Feng-Wang-Cheng. 

LONDON, May 5.—It is reported that after 
the defeat of the Russians in Sunday's 
great battle the Japanese advanced to with- 
in eighteen miles of Feng-Wang-Cheng, and 
that another engagement is expected almost 
immediately. 

Reports have also been received here that 
the Japanese captured a quantity of rall- 
road material after Sunday's battle. This 
is supposed to indicate that the Russians 
had made great progress with the railroad 
from the main Manchurian line to the 
Yalu. If this is so, it would be a simple 
matter for the Japanese to repair this line, 
which would materially assist them in 
their advance through a difficult country. 

English correspondents with the Japanese 
forces on the Yalu are permitted to send 
the most ample descriptions of the people 
and the country traversed, but not a word 
about the fighting. 

The Standard’s Tien-Tsin correspondent 
Says he is convinced that the Russian po- 
sition in Southern Manchuria is exceeding- 
ly weak in consequence of the enormous 
number of men detached to guard the rail- 
way and to obtain provisions. 

He believes that the forces at Hai-Cheng 
and Liao-Yang are greatly overestimated. 
The camps, he says, are numerous; but 
there are few men in them. There are sev- 
eral fortifications in the hills between 
Feng-Wang-Cheng and Hai-Cheng, but the 
line of communication is weak and strag- 
gling. 


RUSSIANS STOP BRITISH LINER. 


Search the Osiris in the Mediterranean 
—-Demand Japanese Mail. 


PORT SAID, May 4.—The Peninsular and 
Oriental steamship Osiris, nine hours out 
from Brindisi, has been stopped, boarded, 
and her mails examined by the Russian 
warship Krabin, (Khrabry?) which fired a 
blank shot across the Osiris’s bows, 

The Russians detained the Osiris for two 
hours, searching the mails. They demanded 
the Japanese mails, but these were at the 
bottom of the mass of mail and remained 
untouched. e 


LONDON, May 4.—The Foreign Office has 
no information in regard to the searching 
of the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navi- 


gation Company’s steamer Osiris by the 
Russian warship Khrabry after the Osiris 
left Brindisi‘ recently for Port Said, but 
The Associated Press was informed that if 
the report ig officially confirmed it is a 
most unwarranted proceeding, and will ne- 
cessitate a strong protest to the Russian 
Government. 


CHINA’S FORMAL DECLARATION. 


Peking Government Says Neutrality 
Will Be Strictly Observed. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 4.—The Chinese 
Minister, who, in consequence of rumors of 
s1e possibility that China might not remain 
neutral, applied to Peking for informa- 
tion, has received a cablegram from the 
Peking Government and Viceroy Yuan Pil 
Kai, which reads as follows: 

“In reply to your telegram of April 23, 
and with the object of putting a stop to 
unfounded rumors, we request you to deny 
them, declaring again in the most formal 
manner that China and the Chinese people 
will faithfully observe neutrality. 

** You are authorized to say that the Cen- 
tral Government has given rigorous orders 
to the local authorities to see that neutral- 
ity is strictly maintained and that the most 
complete order is preserved in the whole 
territory declared neutral. 

‘“*Moreover, we are able to guarantee 
that, owing to the measures we have taken 
~ renewal of events like those of 1900 
is impossible."

WAR BETWEEN BRAZIL 
AND PERU THREATENED 


Peru to Resist Invasion of Disputed 
Territory. 


ALLEGES UNJUST AGGRESSION 


Foreign Minister Pardo Says His Coun- 
try Has Not Moved from Points Qc- 
cupied for Many Years. 


LIMA, Peru, May 4.—In an interview 
had with him to-day by The Associated 
Press regarding the existing troubles be- 
tween Brazil and Peru, Foreign Minister 
Pardo stated that his Government was pre- 
paring to resist the ‘“‘ unjust aggression ” of 
Brazil. 

It was, Sefior Pardo asserted, a political 
whim of Baron Rio Branco, Brazil's For- 
eign Minister, to annex the territories of 
Alto-Jurua and Alto-Purus, inventing as a 
basis for such action stories of Peruvian 
invasions. Brazil, Minister Pardo said, had 
now sent troops to occupy the coveted re- 
gions. 

The truth, said Sefior Pardo, was that 
Peru had never moved from points she had 
occupied for many years, and in proof of 
this he asserted that when Brazil opposed 
the formation of the Acre syndicate her 
Foreign Office urged as the principal argu- 
ment against the concession the rights of 
Peru to the same territory. 

“Yet a few months later," coneluded 

inister Pardo, ‘‘ Baron Rio Branco forgot 

razil’s words and decided to occupy this 
territory, which had previously been de- 
clared to be Peruvian—but it is very rich 
in caoutchougc,” ‘ 


RIO JANEIRO, May 4.—The Peruvian 
Government has not yet replied to the 
Brazilian note demanding the evacuation 


of the territories of Alto-Purus and Alto- 
Jurua, which are now occupied by the Pe- 
ruvian authorities. 

The Associated Press correspondent is as- 
sured by Government officials who are in a

the two countries, war is improbable. The 
differences ever the boundary line~will, it 
is said, probably result in arbitration.

VATICAN PROTESTS TO FRANCE. 


Denounces Loubet’s. Visit to Rome— 
Thinks Its Dignity Assailed. 


ROME, May 4.—The Osservatore Romano, 
the Vatican organ, publishes an official 
note saying that the Holy See considers 
President Loubet’s visit to Rome-as the 
gravest offense against its dignity and 
rights. 

Therefore, it has sent to the French Gov- 
ernment a formal and energetic protest, 
which has been comniunicated to the other 
Governments in diplomatic relations with 
the Vatican. 


The protest of the Vatican against Presi- 
dent Loubet’s visit to King Victor Bmman- 
uel may prove to be another step toward 
the denunciation of the Concordat and the 
entire separation of Church and State in 
France, to which, it has been frequently 
said lately, events are tending. 

Little attempt has been made to disguise 
the anger with which the visit of M. ubet 
to Rome has been regarded by the Holy 
See. It is believed that for the chief of a 
Catholic State to visit Rome officially with- 
out seeing the Pope is a dangerous pre- 
cedent. It is no secret that the principal 
reason why Emperor Francis Joseph has 
not returned the visit of the King of Italy 
has been his sense of the consideration due 
to the Vatican from the sovereign of a 
Catholic country. 

The manner in which the President’s 
journey was regarded in clerical circles 
may be judged from the editoria] articles 
in Catholic newspapers. The Vérité Fran- 
caise said when it was definitely known 
that the President would not call on the 
Pope: . 

“As if the outrage offered by M. Loubet 
to the Pope in going to Rome without 
seeing him was not of itself sufficient, 
Government circles are bent on aggravating 


it by making it in advance public and of- 
ficial. * * 

There was a last act of cowardice, a 
last act of treason, to be added. It was 
to go to Rome in person to insult the 
Church amid the applause of his friends 
the Republicans who are pressing it in 
France. It was to 0 and brave the Sov- 
ereign Pontiff at his very door in defi- 
ance of international right itself.” 

The following, from the Siécle, is a sam- 
ple of what the French anti-Clerical pa- 
pers said on the question: 

‘“‘The Ultramontanes, who are not con- 
tent with this state of things, and who 
would like to see the President of the Re- 

ublic go and bend his knee before the 

ope, show singular ignorance of their time 
and give proof of such exaggerated pre- 
tensions that one would almost be tempt- 
ed to doubt their sincerity if one did not 
know to what degree religion was sus- 
ceptible of disturbing the balance of rea- 
son.”’

ALL-DAY FIGHT WITH OUTLAWS. 


Sheriff's Possé Captures Supposed Des- 
peradoes, Two of Them Wounded.

NAPER, Neb., May 4.—The three Kerring 
brothers, leaders, it is believed, of an or- 
ganized band of bank fobbers and des- 
peradoes, were captured last night by the 
Sheriffs of four Northern Nebraska coun- 
ties and a posse of citizens. The capture 
was not effected until the posse had battled 
with the outlaws all day, and two of the 
Kerrings and a Deputy Sheriff had been 

seriously wounded. 

For the last two years an organized band 
of yegge men and safeblowers has infested 
Nebraska, holding up trains, robbing banks, 
stores and Post Offices, and terrorizing the 
people-in the smaller towns. Two weeks 
ago the bank at Naper was dynamited and 
the safe robbed. Suspicion pointed to the 
Kerrings, and the Sheriffs of four counties 
erganized posses and set out in search of 


> them. 


It Was disedvered that they ‘had taken 
refuge in a stone house on the edge of the 
Sioux Indian reservation. Yesterday morn- 
ing the house was surrounded, and a’ de- 
mand was made for the surrender of the 
brothers. One of the Kerrings was on 
guard, and the demand was answered by a 
shot from his Winchester. Then the broth- 
ers in the house began to shoot. 

A running fire was kept up between the 
posse and the desperadoes from early morn- 
ing till night. After darkness came on the 
posse ceased firing, and the desperadoes, 


supposing their povepers had wi wn, 
made a dash for liberty. They were quickly 
captured, however, and 


put. in irons, 


brought to. Naper, where they were lodged 


in jail, Threats of lynching are freely made. 


GAS EXPLODES IN TENEMENT. 


Windows Blown Out and Mother and 
Son Hurt. 


Tenants in the five-story tenement at 562 
West Fifty-fourth Street were startled late 
last night by an explosion in the apart- 
ment- on the first floor occupied by Mrs. 
Jane Gibbons, sixty-one years old, and her 
son, William Bricking, twenty-seven years 
old. They rushed to the apartment and 
found that every window had been blown 
out and a fire was in progress within. 
Bursting in the door they found Bricking 
unconscious on the parlor floor and Mrs. 
Gibbons unconscious on. the bed, and both 
severely burned about the face and hands. 
The neighbors dragged the unconscious 
forms into an adjoining apartment and then 
extinguished the blaze, 

Some one had turned in an alarm for 
fire and when Battalion Chief Tienny ar- 
rived he sent in a hurry call to Roosevelt 
Hospital for an ambulance, Mrs. Gibbons 
had revived by that time and Bricking was 
returning to consciousness, It was not nec- 
cumery to take’ them to the hospital. 
Bricking said that when he arrived home he 
went into the parlor. There was a strong 
smell of gas, but he struck a match, think- 
ing it came from another room. He saw 
a blinding flash and heard an explosion, and 
that was all he remembered of the incident. 


GIVES. PRIZE FOR ARBITRATION. 


W. R, Cremer Not to Keep Nobel Award 
—Dinner in His Hénor. 


LONDON. May 4.——A dinner was given to- 
night in henor of William Randall Cremer, 
M. P., Secretary of the International Ar- 
bitration League. It was,.attended by 200 
persons, including Andrew Carnegie. 

Thomas Burt, M. P., who presided, paid 
a tribute to Mr. Carnegie, who, he said, 
was one of the strongest links in Anglo- 
American friendship,.and who had done 
much to further the cause of international 
arbitration 

Mr. Cremer gave a history of the Nobel 
peace prize. which -has this year been 
awarded to him, He said he had decided to 
invest his prize (of $39,150) with the Trust- 
ees to help in the.work of the Interna- 
tional Arbitration League. However, the 
income from the amount must be supple- 
mented by substantial annual contributions 
from other sources, 

Mr. Carnegie said he hoped .the English- 
speaking race would set an example to the 
world by substituting arbitrament by 
treaty for that of the sword.

‘*Mr, Morgan replied that he had no doubt 
bonds could be again sold on popular sub- 
scription at some price, but he could not 
say what the price would be, and to the 
second inquiry his answer was that, in his 
opinion, such an adyance of gold as might 
be required could be accomplished if the 
gold could be kept in this country, but 
there might be reluctance in making such 
an advance if it was to be immediately 
withdrawn for shipment abroad, leaving our 
financial condition substantially unim- 
proved. 

‘“‘ After a little further discussion of the 
situation he suddenly asked me why we 
did not buy $100,000,000 in gold at a fixed 
price and pay for it in bonds under Section 
3,700 of the Revised Statutes. 

“This was a proposition entirely new to 


me. I turned to the statutes and read the 
section he had mentioned. Secretary Car- 


| 


lisle confirmed me in the opinion that this | 


law abundantly authorized such a transac- 
tion and agreed that it might be expedient 
if favorable terms could be made. 

‘*Mr. Morgan strongly urged that if we 
proceeded under this law the amount of 
gold purchased should not be less than 
$100,000,000, but he was at once informed 
that in no event would more bonds be then 
issued than would be sufficient to provide 
for adding to the reserve about $60,000,000, 
the amount necessary to raise the fund to 
$100,000, 000. 

‘*Not many months afterward I became 
convinced that on this point Mr. Morgan 
made a wise suggestion, and I have always 
since regretted that it was not adopted.” 

Continuing, Mr. Cleveland says: 

‘After careful consideration an agree- 
ment was made by which J. P. Morgan & 
Co. of New York, for themselves and for 
J. S. Morgan & Co. of London, and August 
Belmont & Co. of New York, for them- 
selves and for N. M. Rothschild & Son of 
London, were to sell to the Government 
3,500,000 ounces of standard gold coin of 
the United States, to be paid for in 4 per 
cent. bonds and payable at the pleasure of 
the Government, after thirty years from 
their date, such bonds to be issued and de- 
livered from time to time as the gold coin 
to be furnished was deposited in the Sub- 
Treasuries or other legal depositories. At 
least one-half of the coin so delivered was 
to be obtained in Europe at the expense 
and risk of the parties furnishing the 
same.”’ 

Mr. Morgan and the parties he repre- 
sented later agreed to accept the bonds at 
3 per cent., payable by their terms in gold 
instead of in coin, in case their issue could 
be authorized, but the needed Congressional 
authorization was refused. Therefore the 
contract was carried out as originally made. 

Mr. Cleveland concludes: “* Whatever 
may be the comparative merits of the two 
plans for maintaining our gold reserve, 
both of them, when utilized, were abund- 
antly and clearly justified. 

= Whether from fatigue of malign condi. 
tions or other causes, ever since the last 
large sale of bonds was made the gold re- 
serve has been free from eruptive move- 
ment, and its condition has caused no 
alarm. 

“Two hundred and sixty-two millions of 
dollars in bonds were issued on its account 
during the critical time covered by this 
narrative; but the credit and fair name of 
our Nation were saved. 

**T have attempted to give a detailed his- 
tory of the crime charged against an Ad- 
ministration which ‘issued bonds of the 
Government in time of peace.’ Without 
shame and without repentance I confess 
my share of the guilt, and I refuse to shield 
my accomplices in this crime, who, with 
me, held high places in that Administration, 

“and though Mr. Morgan and Mr. Bel- 
mont and scores of other bankers and 
financiers who were accessories in those 
transactions may be steeped in destructive 

r sities, and may be constantly bus 
n sinful schemes, I shall always recall wit 
satisfaction and self-congratulation my col- 
lusion with them at a time when our coun- 
try sorely needed their aid.

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ALL ELEVATED LINES 


Angry Crowds Storm Ticket Men; 
but Police Are There. 


BIG CABLE SHORT-CIRCUITED 


Accident in Main Power House Followed 
by Appearance of a Great 
Blue Light. 


. 


Every elevated line of the Manhattan 
Railway was blocked from ten to twenty- 
six minutes during the beginning of the 
rush hour last night, owing to the “ short- 
cetrcuiting’’ of one of the big ‘“ feeder” 
cables in the main power house of the com- 
pany at Seventy-fourth Street-and the East 

' River. The system for the first ten min- 
utes after the accident was entirely par- 
alyzed. Only the trains on the down grade 
could move, and they for only from a few 
yards to a few hundred feet. Many thou- 
sands of passengers were delayed by the 
accident, and the surface cars were over- 
taxed, frequent blocks being caused by this 
overcrowding. 

The centres of congestion like the South 
Ferry, the City Hall, Cortlandt Street, 
Park Place, and, in fact, most of the down- 
town stations, became so crowded that in 
several instances the police had to be 
called upon to keep order. Although the 
angry throngs literally stormed the ticket 
agents in some cases, serious trouble was 
averted. 

After it had become known that the sys- 
tem was paralyzed, “ blockade signs ” were 
hung out at all the stations. Many of those 
who were already on the platforms de- 
manded their money back. The station 
agents, who are not permitted to refund, 
issued ‘“ blockade tickets,” slips of paper 
printed in red and filled out by the agent 
with the time and date and number of the 
station. This takes considerable time, and 
in nearly every case the blockade had been 
raised before all the “ kickers”’ could be 
served. 

The accident happened at 4:55 o’clock. 
All the trains on the rush-hour schedules 
were on the tracks simultaneously. The 
big dynamos in the main power house were 
running at full speed. The electric fluid 
was being conveyed from the generators 


through feeder cables to what is known 
as the “‘ bus bar,’’ which is made of copper 
and serves as a distributing centre for the 
cables running to the distributing stations. 
When one of the feeder cables “* short cir- 
cuited,” grounding itself and all the, other 
cables running from the “ bus bar” to the 
generators and distributing stations, there 
was formed about the “bus bar” a great 
arc light—a blue flame so intense as to al- 
most blind the workmen. Had any of the 
electricians been near the bar he would 
have been killed. 

The current having been grounded, it was 
shut orf from all the distributing stations, 
from the feed wires and bond wires of the 
third rail, and from the train motors of 
the trains. Instantly the lights in every 
station went out. 

Chief Electrician Gregory was in his of- 
fice at the power house. He read the’ na- 
ture of the trouble instantly from an indi- 
cator and gave orders to shut off the gen- 
erators. Fifty electricians went to work. 
In ten minutes, working under a system so 
well planned that every man knew just 
what to do and what not to do at a certain 
set*time, the grounded cable had been re- 
een by a new one, one of the generators 

ad been started, and a current of 1,000 
voits was sent to the sub-station at 264 
West Ninety-sixth Street. This was done 
to start the Ninth Avenue express trains 
that had been stalled up town. It moved 
northward all the trains north of about 
Seventy-fifth Street. Then the current was 
sent successively to the other stations, and 
soon the trouble was over. 


CANFIELD CLAIM ALLOWED. 


J. J. Kirby as His Assignee Gets $900 
' from Brooklyn Man’s Estate. 
Judgment in favor of John J. Kiroby as 
assignee of Richard A. Canfield, who has 
recently become prominent as a collector of 
objects of art, against William B. Daven- 
port, Public Administrator of Brooklyn, as 
administrator of the estate of John Pierson 
for the sum of $900, with interest fronf Sept. 
14, 1893, was entered in the office of the 
Kings County Clerk, Brooklyn, yesterday. 
The judgment was rendered on the report 
of Charles H. Hyde, who was appointed 
referee in the matter last September. Evi- 
dence adduced before Mr. Hyde showed 
that Pierson had taken out a policy for the 
sum of $1,000 on his life in favor of his 


daughter Ella, or Nellie D. Pierson. He 
died in September, 1893, a few months after 
the death of his daughter, Before his 
death Pierson had declared.to a friend thut 
he owed all that the policy was worth to 
Canfield, and that he wanted Canfield to 
get the money. In addition to this it wae 
shown that Canfield had — for Pierson’s 
funeral. The statement of claim, made and 
verified by Canfield, was attached to the 
judgment, and was as follows: 

“To money loaned and advanced to said 
John Pierson, and moneys paid to use of 
said Pierson, $900.” 

The referee reported in favor of the plain- 
tiff in the amount of $1,474.50, together with 
$60 costs. John Delahunty appeared as at- 
torney for the plaintiff. 


LIGHTER’S BOILER EXPLODES. 


Four Men of the Thomas Jennings 
Taken to the Hospital. 


Four men were painfully injured, and two 
of them seriously, yesterday morning, when 
ine boiler.of the steam lighter Thomas 
Jennings exploded as she was passing Bed- 
low’s Island on her way to Staten Island, 
in tow of the tug Seven Brothers. The 
Pennsylvania tug Belvidere was near by 
‘when the explosion occurred, and, running 
alongside of the lighter, she took off the 
injured men and then rushed them to Pier 
A, where they were attended by Dr. Gould 
of the Hudson Street Hospital, who re- 
moved them to that institution. 

When the explosion occurred two men 
were on the roof of the deckhouse and two 
were alongside the boiler. William O’Dor- 
oty of 489 Columbia Street, Brooklyn, the 
engineer of the lighter, received a com- 


pound fracture of the inigh and severe 
Scalp wounds, which make his recovery 
doubtful. His companion at-the time of the 
explosion, Oscar Johnson, was dragged 
from the wreck bleeding at the mouth and 
ears. 

The two men on the deckhouse 
hurled high in the air, one of them, deneen 
Cologan of 524 Hicks Street, Brooklyn, 
landing on the deck of the lighter, and the 
other, Adolph Kantz of 171 Avenue A, 
falling into the water, whence he was fished 
out by the Belvidere.

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MURPHY TO ISSUE STATEMENT.

Replying to the threat of the Hopkins 
faction to have the State Convention name 
all the National delegates instead of leav- 
ing the selection to each Congressional dis- 
trict, Mr. Lahiff said: 

“We defy them to do it. If they should 
shut out our National delegates in that way 
we would go to the National Convention 
with a contesting delegation, and would be 
seated. 

“The Committee on Contests would rec- 
ognize us, because the National managers 
would not want to start the campaign with 
the enmity of the Democratic Mayor of the 
second city in the country.”

SIOUX FALLS, 8. D., May 4.—Repub- 
licans of South Dakota to-day in State Con- 
vention ‘indorsed Roosevelt for President, 
elected delegates who were instructed to 
vote for Roosévelt’s nomination at the Na- 
tional Convention, named Presidential 
Electors, and nominated a full State, Con- 
gressional, and judicial ticket.

SLAVES AT ST. LOUIS FAIR. 
One Hundred Moro Serfs on View in 


the Philippine Village.

ST. LOUIS, May 4.—Many visitors to the 
World’s Fair. will for the first time see 
human beings held in slavery when they 
inspect the Philippine village. There are 2 
hundred of the slaves, and they appear to 
take their bondage in a matter of fact way. 
If they chafe under their restraint they 
show no evidence of it. 

The slaves are all of the Moro tribe, 
and are in two groups or clans, respective- 
ly known as Manalaos and Lanaos. Of 
these people all but a few are slaves, their 
masters being chiefs, who hold the power 
of life and death. The supreme chiefs are 
known as Sultans, of whom there are two 
or three among the Manalaos. The lesser 
chiefs are dattos. All except the Sultans 
and dattos are slaves, 

The slaves work for and pay tribute to 
the datto, who in turn sors tribute to the 
‘“man higher up ’’—the Sultan to whom he 
happens to owe allegiance. The Sultans, 
besides, own large retinues of personal serv- 
ants or slaves.

CASHIER RUMLEY REAPPEARS 


Machie of Chicago, Who Took Automo- 
wile in Payment from the Doctor, 
Challenges Accusers. 


While Dr. W. E.. Woodend was recuper- 
ating in quiet at his residence the hearing 
in the involuntary bankruptcy proceedings 
against him was held before Special Com- 
missioner Hitchcock in the Federal Build- 
ing yesterday morning. Abraham Gruber, 
the receiver, endeavored to elicit testimony 
to show that the doctor had conducted a 
bucket shop, but the witness held that such 
Was not the fact. 

It had been expected that Mrs. ‘Woodend, 
as well as the doctor, would attend the 
hearing, but they were told that their pres- 
ence would not be required until Momiay. 

R. D. Rumley, who was the cashier of 
the Woodend concern when it went into 
eclipse, and who has been temporarily in 
eclipse himself, appeared at Mr. Gruber’s 
office in the afternoon. After hearing of 
Dr. Woodend’s surrender, the cashier had 
followed suit by informing the receiver that 
he was not in hiding. He is a vestryman 
of St. Stephen’s Church. 

“I am no squealer,”’ said he, after he 
had exchanged greetings with Mr. Gruber, 
“and neither am I a crook. I have nothing 
to explain. I simply went about my own 
affairs after Woodend & Co. closed their 
doors.. If I am wanted to give testimony 
in any court proceedings I am ready to 
do so.” 

“It appears ‘from the books of the con- 
cern,”’ said the receiver, ‘“‘ that thousands 
of dollars were taken in by the company 
in the last few weeks of its existence. You 
were in charge of the cash. The bank books 
seem to show that more tha\ $80,000 was 
deposited in the Consolidated Bank by the 
company between April 6 and the date im- 
mediately preceding its demise. Can you 
tell .me anything of what became of the 
money taken in during the last days of Dr. 
Woodend’s business life? ”’ 

“Cheeks were constantly issuing,” said 
Mr. Rumiey,. “‘ against. the deposits made 
by_the company. They went out up to the 
lust days of its career. The principle of 
fitst come first served was observed. The 
money deposited was all drawn against in 
the course of business.” 

“What about the 169 shares cf Sugar 
ttock which were turned over to the Wood- 
end Company by a Brooklyn customer to 
be sold? The customer and Mr. Nostrand, 
the manager of the Brooklyn office, say 
that the sale was made and that Woodend 
& Co. did not account for it.’ 

“I remember that transactien,’”’ was the 
reply. “The stock was sold for margins 
The transaction was perfectly legitimate.” 

Mr. Rumley left the room reiterating the 
statement that he had nothing to conceal. 

Mortimer H. Wagar, Vice President of 

the . Consolidated Exchange and Vice 
President of the Consolidated National 
Bank, testified at the hearing. He said 
that Dr. Woodend had been a mem- 
ber of the Consolidated Exchange for 
several years, and had been vouched 
ior by George G. Wilson, formerly Presi- 
gent of the Exchange. So far as Mr. Wagar 
knéw, Woodend & Co. had not made a 
practice of ‘bucketing orders. He said he 
would submit the clearivg sheets of the 
iexchange on Monday to show what Wood- 
€nd orders had been executed on the floor. 
* Louis. J. Brock, -manager for Woodend 
irom October until the Ist of April, ex- 
plained at length the doctor’s methods of 
business, He showed little interest in his 
examination until Mr. Lenney, the receiv- 
er’s’ counsel, asked him whether Woodend 
& Co. were accustomed to bucket orders. 
Then he grew vehement in his denials. 

Another witness was Sidmop Machie of 
Chicago, head of the Hammohd Elevator 
Company, which deals in stocks and col- 
laterals. Mr. Machie had a deal with 
Woodend & Co. in February, placing an 
order for Chicago and Alton stocks and put- 
ting up $15,000 for margins. He came out 
of the deal with a $10,000 automobile, 
$5,000 in cash, and $8,600 in notes signed by 
Dr, Woodend, who was not ready to de- 
liver the stocks when called for. 

Mr. Lenney tried to prove that Mr. Machie 
was running a bucket shop in Hammond, 
but Mr. Machie said this was ridiculous. 

** We have been tried three times for con- 
ducting a bucket shop,” he said, ‘‘and each 
time the accusers failed. It has cost a lot 
of pegple money to say that we run a 
bucket shop, and I defy anybody in New 
York: to charge us with it.” 

*““When you asked a settlement and Dr. 
Woodend offered his automobile in part 
payment, didn’t you know he was insol- 
vent?”’ 

* He said he wasn't. 
bile, so I took his offer, 
could do, anyway. I got my money. 
Satisfied me.” 

The last witness, ex-Manager Nostrand of 
the Brooklyn office that was, could shed 


no light on the bucketing proposition, al- 
though he hazarded the belief that the firm 
did not place all the orders turned over to 
it. So far as he was concerned, he had not 
enjoyed an insight into its methods. He 
worked on a commission and -kept no 
books. 

The hearing of the warrant against Dr. 
Woodend, charging him with grand lar- 
ceny on the complaint of E. M. Goodwyn of 
Petersburg, Va., is fixed tor this afternoon 
at 2 o'clock. 

L. V. F. Randolph, President of the Con- 
solidated Exchange, issued yesterday an 
interview on the attitude of that organiza- 
tion toward the Woodend case. 

“ The fact is that not one charge against 
Mr. Woodend is pending before our Board 
ef Directors,’ said he, adding that the 
Gocter still remained in the same position 
as would any other member whose suspen- 
sion” had been announced. At different 
times, he said, there had been investigations 
«of trades by ‘Woodend & Co., always upon 
the complaint of some individual, but in 
none’ of these inquiries was found any ir- 
regularity. 

‘Any talk that an investigation has been 
brought about here by the failure is abso- 
lutely without foundation,’ he continued. 
* So.far as the general statement that an 
investigation is in progress is concerned, I 
may.say that there has been no time since 
I became President of the Exchange that 
we did not have one or more cases under 
investigation. Sometimes a complaint will 
come from a loser in Wall Street specula- 
tion, and sometimes it will be simply gossip 
that we take up and look into, in order to 
see if there is foundation in fact. When - 
such is found, our board has taken prompt 
action, and, indeed, within a comparatively 
recent’ period it has expelled three mem- 
bers. These things we do not make public. 
‘We take care, on the other hand, that they 
ehali not be known, because the publication 
of them, while showing that we were taking 
proper. precautions, would tend none the 

s to'injure the name of the Exchange. 

“In this sense it it true that inquiries are 
being carried on at the present time, but to

400 East Siders Who Lost in Federal 
Bank Smash Hold Meeting. 
Depositors in the Grand Street branch of 


the wrecked Federal Bank, with a long list 


of grievances against ex-Alderman Minsky, 
who acted as a solicitor for deposits and 
Sold the bank’s stock on the east side, held 
another meeting last night at the Odd Fel- 
lows’ Hall, 98 Forsyth Street. More than 
400 depositors, whose losses range from $3 
up, were in attendance. 

Alfred L. M. Bullowa of 31 Nassau Street, 
who at one time was asked by Minsky to 
act as his counsel, and who since has vol- 
unteered to assist the poor depositors, an- 
nounced at the meeting that he had sent a 
letter to Gov. Odell asking him to exert his 
influence on behalf of the depositors, many 
of whom have lost the savings of a lifetime. 

Few of the depositors that put in their 
complaints to Mr. Bullowa could speak a 
word of English. One of the complainants 
was Herman Silberholz, who said he was an 
inventor, and had come to this city recent- 


ly from the Whitechapel section of Lon- 
gon. He deposited $2,528, all the money 
be had. 
“I invented an appliance to protect bag- 
age against thieves,” he said. ‘I's a pity 
een not get up a patent against swin- 
Four complainants appeared who had 
been induced to deposit money in the Fed- 
eral nk within an hour of the time it was 
closed. They were all poor east side peo- 
le, and their deposits ratiged from $200 to 
750, and represented their entire savings. 
Many depositors testified yesterday before 
Justice Wyatt in Special Sessions in the 
hearing of the case of ex-Alderman Minsky, 
who is charged with grand larceny. 
David Rothschild, ex-President of the 
Federal Bank, pleaded not guilty yesterday 
before Judge McMahon in Generali Sessions 
to two new counts in the indictment charg 
ing grand larceny. He was granted per- 
mission to withdraw the plea if he so dg- 
sired on Monday. 


POWDER EXPLOSION AT FIRE. 


Three Men Injured During Destruction 
of a Flushing Sawmill. 


Giant powder whieh blew up during the 
progress of a fire in the two-story sawmill 
of William Appleton & Co., on Bowne Ave- 
nue, in the thickly wooded outskirts of 
Flushing, early yesterday morning, com- 
pleted the destruction that the flames had 
begun. 

Three men were injured by flying débris 
and windows broken and ceilings brought 
down in the nearest dwellings. Just as 
the first fire company arrived the explosion 
occurred, the roof being blown into the air 
100 feet. Policeman Diamond of the Linden 
Avenue Station sustained a scalp wound 
and many bruises, a piece of steel pierced 
the back of Harry Worth, twenty-four 
years old, of 166 Burling Avenue, and Will- 
iam Butler, nineteen years old, of 21 Bur- 
ling Avenue, was badly bruised. All were 
attended at Flushing Hospital and sent 
home. The loss was about $5,000. 

Manager George S. Appleton was arrest- 
ed, charged with storing explosives with- 
out a permit. He denied that he had con- 
sented to the powder being placed in the 
building, and said that a man who had a 
contract for blowing out the stumps as the 
mill consumed the wood was prevably re- 
sponsible. He was paroled until Monday.

ABGUT 5,000 MEN QUIT WORK 


Decision of Metal Trades Association 
to Give Union and Non-Union -Men 
an Equal Chance the Cause. 


All the. menibers of the New York Dis- 
trict of the Brotherhood of Bojlermakers 
and Iron Shipbuilders went on strike yes- 
terday morning throughout New York and 
its vicinity as far as Elizabethport for 
recognition of the union. While the open 
shop has been talked of for months and 
strikes have been threatened against its in- 
troduction, this is the first time a strike 
on a large scale has been ordered in the 
metropolitan district against the open shops 
alone, 

The strike involves about 
of the union and 2,000 helpers who went 
on strike in sympathy. No question of 
wages or hours of labor are involved, the 
union taking the stand that the open shop 
means simply the non-union shop.

Brooklyn Rapid Transit ‘Men Are 
Well Organized for Action. 


There will be no strike on the Coney Isl- 
and and Brooklyn Railroad. This was made 
certain after a meeting held by the men in 
a hall at Ninth Street and Third Avenue 
last night. Early in the morning President 
John L. Heins met a committee of the men 
and conceded several things demanded.

FATHER OF MARDI GRAS DEAD. 


Joseph Stillwell Cain Originated Cele- 
bration in Mobile. 


Jéseph Stillwell Cain, known as the 
father of the celebration of Mardi Gras in 
this country, is dead here, aged seventy- 
two years. In 1865 he turned out on the 
streets of Mobile the first Mardi Gras pa- 
rade. The celebration went from that city 
to New Orleans, the only cities in this-coun- 
try to observe the occasion. 

When the time came for the celebration, 
Mr. Cain with six others secured a wagon, 
and dressed up in suits made of bagging ; 
with white cotton sewed to them, paraded 
the streets of Mobile. The next year he 
secured another wagon, and year by year 
the parades continued to grow, until to- 
day it. costs thousands of dollars to turn 
them out on the streets of Mobile and 
New Orleans. Mr. Cain was one of the 
organizers of one of the oldest mystic 

organizations in existence—the “T. D. 8S.” 
It was organized in 1846, and he was the 
last of the charter members.

CANAL PROPERTY IN 
PANAMA TRANSFERRED 


United States Commission Takes 
Possession of It. 


DID NOT WAIT FOR PAYMENT 


French Company Accepted Arrangement 
by Which J. P, Morgan & Co. Are 
to be Disbursing Agents. 


PANAMA, May 4.—The United States 
Canal Commission to-day took formal pos- 
session of the canal route and of the prop- 
erty of the Panama Canal Company. 

From to-day the canal works will be 
under the direction of Major Mark Brooke 
of the Engineer Corps of the United States 
Army, who represented the Ganal Commis- 
sion at the ceremony of transfer. 

M. Renaudin, the representative of the 
Panama Canali Company,’ called the prin- 
cipal employes of the company to his office 
and read a cable dispatch from Paris, order- 
ing him to deliver all the canal property to 
the United States Government. Major 
Brooke read a telegraphic message from 
Secretary Taft, directing him to accept the 
property for the Government of the United 
States. M. Renaudin then handed the keys 
of the buildings to--—Major Brooke, who 
hoisted the American flag over the Ad- 
ministration Building. 

Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 4.—J. P. Morgan & 
Co. of New York were designated to-day as 
the disbursing agents of the United States 
for the Panama Canal fund, and $40,000,000 
will be turned over to that firm for dis- 
bursement on account of the canal when a 
deposit of bonds has been made to secure 
the Government, which will probably be in 
a day or two. 

The manner in which the disbursement 
shall be made has been arranged between 
the Government and those representing the 
canal company, and is set forth in a com- 
munication addressed to the President by 
the Attorney General, which says: 

“The $40,000,000 is to be deposited with 
Morgan & Co. at once, upon the delivery 
by the canal company to the United States 
of all the property included in the pur- 
chase. 

“Owing to the fact that a part of this 
money is due to the liquidator of the old 
company, under an arbitration authorized 
and subsequently confirmed by the Frehch 
courts,*all parties entitled to the money 
agreed that if Morgan & Co. would bind 
themselves to make the distribution of the 

. funds, delivery of the property need not 
await actual payment. 

“Morgan & Co. will make the distribu- 
ion as follows: 

“They will place 20,000,000f. in the Bank 
of France to the credit of Jean Pierre Gau- 
tron, the liquidator of the old Panama 
Canal Company. This represents the 
value of the Panama Railroad shares, 
the title tou which was not to pass to the 
new company until the completion of the 
canal, unless 20,000,000f. were paid there- 
fore to the liquidator of the old company; 
5.000,000f. will be paic into the Bank of 
France to the credit of the new Panama 
Canal Company, which under the award of 
the arbitrators is due to the new company 
to reimburse it for the 5,000,000f. paid in 
April, 1900, for the extension of the conces- 
Bion. Of th2 remainder of the $40,000,000 
20 per cent. thereof is to be paid into the 
®@Bank of France to the credit of the new 
company and 60 per cent. to the credit of 
the liquidator of the old company, as pro- 
videl by the decree of the French courts 
confirming the award of the arbitrators. 

“As this arrangement was made for the 
accom modatien of the French parties, all 
expenses incident thereto are borne by 
them, and the United States is protected 
from all costs whatever. 

“The new Panama Canal Company, in 
liquidation, has given a mandate or power 
of attorney to Renaudin, their representa- 
tive upon the Isthmus, with complete in- 
structions concerning the délivery of the 
property. Th's department has cabled sim- 
jlarly to Major Brooke, who was designated 
by the Honorable Secretary of War for 
that purpose. to act for the Government in 
accepting delivery.” 


MEXICO. THREATENS TEXAS. 


fone Star State’s Quarantine Order 
May Cause International Trouble. 
Special to The New York Times. 

AUSTIN, Texas, May 4.—Gov. Lanham 
to-day received a letter frora Secretary of 
State Hay stating that he had been advised 
by the Mexican Ambassador that the Mexi- 
can Government contemplated issuing an 
arder quarantining that country against 
certain towns in Texas where yellow fever 
existed last year, if the embargo which 
the Texas State Health Department is en- 
forcing against traffic from Mexico is not 
removed. 

The Governor referred the communication 
to Dr. George R. Tabor, Texas State Health 
Officer, who said that he would remove 
the quarantine when advised by the health 
authorities of the Mexican Government 
that his department may station its repre- 
sentatives at places in Mexico to issue 
health certificates to those who desire to 
enter the United States by way of Texas.

SITE FOR THE KAISER’S GIFT. 


Statue of Frederick the Great to Stand 
in War College Grounds,

WASHINGTON, May 4.—It has been per- 
manently decided that the replica of the 
statue of Frederick the Great, which the 
Kaiser has given to the American people, 
is to be placed in a prominent position in 
the grounds of the War College, commonly 
known heretofore\ as the Washington Bar- 
racks. 

The statue will be unveiled Nov. 20 
with appropriate ceremonies, in which the 
President and Baron Speck von Stern- 


burg, the German Ambassador, will take 
part. The Ambassador will be the imme- 
diate representative of the German Em- 
peror, who is expectéd to send a letter to 
the President to be read at the unveiling, 
making the tender of the statue as a gift 
to the people of the United States. Sites 
have been selected in the college grounds 
for six military heroes of the world, and 
this of Frederick the Great is the first to 
be provided for. 


KILLED BY TEXAS STORMS. 


Five Lives Known to Have Been Lost— 
Railroads Badly Crippled.

DALLAS, Tex., May 4.—In the Texas 
storms of the last three days five lives 
are known to have been lost. Six school 
children were upset in a+branch of the 

Colorado River, near Austin, and Eugenia

iam Delock, twelve miles from Dallas, and 


five members of his family were injured, 
and George Todd, a negro servant, killed. 
Albert Hawkins, a prisoner who tried to 
escape from Dallas officers, attempted to 
ford the Trinity River and was drowned. 


GERMANS RESUME HOSTILITIES 


in Southwest Africa Pushing 
After the Hereros. 


BERLIN, May 4.—Dispatches received to- 
day from Col. Leutwein, Governor of Ger- 
man Southwest Africa, indicate the ener- 
getic resumption of hostilities against the 
Hereros. . 

Estorff’s force of 706 men at Otjosasu 
has been ordered to pursue the enemy’s 
main body, which is retreating apparently 


to Otjmmangombe, northwest of Katjapia, 
and to endeavor to gain its east flank. 
Estorff is pressing forward with his 
mounted men, having sent the native caval- 
ry ahead. 

The German main force of 964 men is 
camped on the railway, ready for opera- 
tions when the East Prussian horses which 
are now on the way arrive. 

The North Division of 176 men is going 
from Karibib to Grootfontein with pro- 
visions, while the East Division of 209 men 
is quarantined at Otjihaenena. 


FRANZ VON LENBACH DYING. 


Famous German Artist Is Sixty-eight 
Years Old. 


MUNICH, May 4.—Franz von Lenbach, 
the famous historical and portrait painter 
and President of the Munich Artists’ As- 
sociation, is dying.

In November, 1902, Herr von Lenbach 
suffered a stroke of apoplexy, and owing 


to his age—he was born in 1836—there was 
much apprehension that his death would 
result. 

Herr von Lenbach is cenceded by many 
critics to be one of the foremost painters 
of the age and unquestionably one of the 
greatest of modern German artists. Many 
of his works are owned in the United 
States. < 


PANAMA CURRENCY PLAN FAILS. 


Proposal to Adopt United States Gold 
Standard Rejected. 


PANAMA, May 4.—The proposal before 
the Assembly that Panama should adopt 
the United States gold standard was re- 
jected after excited discussion yesterday 


by 16 votes to 18. The Government and the 
opposition parties did not act as units. 

The two-to-one system will now be pro- 
posed, the Government to issue 2,000,000 sil- 
ver dollars, 900 fine, depositing enough 
money with the United States to guarantee 
the difference between the actual and the 
nominal value of the issue.

Man-of-War’s: Man. 


RECORD NOW MADE STRAIGHT 


Sailor Went Ashore at Norfolk, Took a 
Drink, and Woke Up Qut at Sea 
in a Tramp Steamship. 


WASHINGTON, May 4,—After having 
been shanghaied in Norfolk, Va., shipped 
in an English tramp steamship as a fire- 
man, put ashore in England, forced to 
beat his way home, arrested when the 
Steamship was four days out as a stowa- 
Way, and, on arrival in this country, con- 
victed of desertion by court-martial, Fred 
McDougal, a landsman in the navy, by or- 
der of the Secretary of the Navy, has had 
his record made straight and will be reim- 
bursed for his losses. 

Last June, while on leave of absence 
from the Franklin, then at Hampton Roads, 
McDougal was walking’ along the streets 
of Norfolk one evening when a stranger 
insisted that he have a drink. McDougal 
consented and the stranger took him to a 
saloon in Water Street, where they had 
two glasses of heer. That was the last 
McDougal remembered until he found him- 
self off the English coast on the tramp 


steamship St. Herbert, bound for Rotter-: 


dam, 

From there the vessel went to Hamburg 
and thence to South Shields, England, 
where McDougal was put ashore with $2.25 
in his pocket as wages. Failing to secure 
assistance from the American Consul at 
that place, McDougal worked his way to 
London and thence stowed away on a cat- 
tleship bound for Baltimore. 

When four days out he was arrested, and 
the Captain on his arrival at Baltimore 
turned him over to the police, who sent 
him back to the Franklin, where he was 
tried by court-martial, convicted of deser- 
tion, and sentenced. 

Shortly after his release while in Norfolk, 
McDougal met the man who had shang- 
haied him and had him arrested. He is 
Vance McCarty,whe keeps a boarding house. 
He was fined $100 for accepting illegal fees. 


McDougal has now been restored to good 
standing and the Navy Department is con- 
sidering plans to prevent such treatment of 
sailors in coast towns.

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CARE OF HOSPITAL PATIENTS. 


The State’s Wards Neither Ili-Treated 
Nor Physically Abused.” 


To the Editor of The*New York Times: 

“From time to time there are reports’ pub- 
lished in some of the daily papers of al- 
leged “ cruelties’”’ against patients commit- 
ted to the Manhattan State Hospital. There 
are constantly about 4,000 patients under 
treatment in the hospitals of Ward's Isl- 
and, and if we assume that each patient 
has an average of five relatives who are 
concerned in his welfare, these articles are 
likely to startle about 20,000 people and to 
give them infinite worry by making them 
believe that their relative is at the mercy 
of heartless brutes, and is subjected to the 
most atrocious cruelties. It is for this rea- 
‘son that I think somebody who is thor- 
oughly familiar with these hospitals should 
be heard on this subject. 

A great many insane persons suffer from 
a symptom called delusions’ of. persecution. 
Patients of this kind complain constantly 
about their assumptive enemies, who have 
formed a conspiracy against them and who 
torture them.in all:possible ways. As soon 
as these patients enter the hospital they 
imagine they are being poisoned and tort- 
ured by the officers of the institution. If 
In addition .to their delusions they suffer 
from hallucinations, they actually see and 
hear their enemies who maltreat and tor- 
ture.them, Their stories are sometimes so 
plausible that a layman will invariably be- 
lieve them, not being able to recognize the 
fact that a person may talk quite coherent- 
ly and still be insane, 

Such a story found its way into the daily 
apers only a few weeks ago. A man b 
the name of Pavey gave the*most shocking 
account of the terrible tortures which he 
had to suffer on Ward's Island. According 
to his statement the nurses had formed a 
cons iracy Sqainst him because he is an 
Englishman. They haunted and abused him 
constantly. ‘““One night he was taken 
naked from his bed, thrown on the floor, 
and kicked on the face and body. Then he 
Was picked up, thrown as high as the 
nurses could ‘hft him, and allowed to fail 
heavily on the hardwood floor!” Anybody 
who has only the slightest knowledge. of 
mental diseases will readily recognize that 
this story. was prateced by delusions and 
hallucinations; but. the public in readin 
such a sensational article will be ahocked 
and horrified, and infinite harm is being 

done by such publication, 

Another case is that of an old ’man who 
died a few weeks ago, where the autopsy 
revealed several bruises and a number of 
fractured ribs. Assuming that brutal vio- 
lence had produced these injuries, the case 
has been taken up by the District Attorney. 


In judging a case like this the followin 
points have to be considered: ee 


In a great many senile cases we have to’ 


deal with a general deterioration of the 
tissues, not only of:the brain, but of all 
the organs of the body. As a result of this 
the bones often become so fragile that they 
may break from causes which hardly can 
be called jnjuries. Intense coughing or 
sneezing is known to have caused fractures 
of one or even several ribs. The mental 
condition of these patients is often such 
that they require constant forcible re- 
straint. They may offer a most violent ex- 
citement, knocking their heads against the 
wall, throwing themselves on the floor, 
trying to jump out of the window, &c. 

Such a patient must be protected against 
self-injury by forcible restraint. Some pa- 
tients refuse to eat, and would die from 
‘starvation without forcible feeding, Others 
soil themselves, and have to be washed 
constantly in order to protect them against 
bed sores and blood poisoning. Now imag- 
ine that all this has to be done against the 
most violent resistance on the part of the 
patient, who sometimes possesses the most 
terrific muscular strength. Considering 
all these difficulties, the officers of a hos- 
pital containing 4,000 patients ought to be 
congratulated that comparatively so few 
injuries do occur among the patients, which 
shows that the management and system 
se reached a very high degree of perfec- 
tion. 

It is possible, of course, that in the at- 
tempt to restrain, feed, or clean a patient 
forcibly a nurse may act awkardly and 
perhaps inflict an injury which a more 
skillful nurse would have avoided; but is 
that a case for the District Attorney? No 
more than a case of septic infection in a 
surgical ward. Only the \intention to hurt 
or to punish_should furnish a proper case 
for legal prosecution. But there is abso- 
lutely no foundation for any such thing. 
The insinuation that anybody, a physician 
or a nurse, would ek maltreat a pa- 
tient and intentionally inflict injuries upon 
him is perfectly absurd, and the District 
Attorney must have been badly advised to 
take up a matter which lies entirely out- 
side of his domain.

Greater New York’s Win Places 
Them Second for Championship. | 


EASY FOR LOCAL NATIONALS 


Brooklyn Wins by One Run from Phila- 
delphia, but Champion Pittsburgs 
Are Beaten Again. 


The New York Nationals, the New York 
Americans, and the Brooklyns were again 
successful yesterday, the victory of the 
Greater New Yorks placing them a clear 
second in the race for the American League 
champicnship. The Pittsburgs met with an- 
other reverse at the hands of Sélee’s Chi- 
cago team, and the fact is more apparent 
than ever that the champions of the Na- 
tional League are lamentably ‘wéak in the 
pitching department. At Cincinnati the 
home team outplayed the men from St. 
Louis, but the score was kept down, the’ 
figures being 6 to 3. 

In the American League the Bostons and 
Philadelphia Athletics played another sharp 
contest, the champions securing the verdict 
by a single run. The Cleveland and Détroit 
nines indulged in an errorless fielding game 
at Detroit, and, although the Clevelands 
are credited with the most hits, Detroit woh 
by a score of 3 to 2. At St. Louis Comis- 
key’s players were weak at the bat and 
just managed to avert a shut-out. 


AMERICAN LEAGUE. 


Greater New York Scores Another Vic- 
tory Over Washington. 


The Washington team proved a little 
troublesome to the Greater New YWrks for 
five innings yesterday, but from that time 
until-the visitors went to the bat.in their 
last inning there appeared to be no doubt 
as to the success of the local players. Ja- 
cobson, the left-handed pitcher of the 
Washingtons, puzzled Griffith's men consid- 
erably, but at intervals the latter hit with 
telling effect, and of the six.runs scored 
five were earned.

District Attorney John F. Clarke of 
Brooklyn .announced yesterday that he 
would carry the matter of Sunday baseball 
playing before the Appellate Division, in 
order that Justice Gaynor’s decision in the 
case may be reviewed by the Appellate 
Courts.

They argued that the 
playing of baseball on Sunday took young 
men away from places of worship. 

“It is simply a question of law,” said 
Mr. Clarke, “‘and as a law officer it is a 
very small thing for me to ask that the

COL. MILLS REVIEWS TROOPS 


Hillman Makes New Record for 220- 
Yard Hurdle Race in Military Cham- 
pionship—Johns Wins Quar- 
ter-Mile. 


Expectation of seeing an escort of the, 


West Point cadets to Col. Albert L. Mills, 
Superintendent of the United States Mil- 
itary Academy, drew an immense crowd 
to the military show last night at Madison 
Square Garden. Col. Mills, resplendent in 
gold lace, acted as reviewing officer, and 
arrived with his staff just as the atheltic 
events were closing.. The cadets, however, 
did not come. There was also a matinée, 
and this contained the real feature of the 
show. It was the appearance of the Infant 
Drum Corps of the Hebrew Orphan Asy- 
lum. This was composed of boys six years 
of age, led by Sam Kappetoff, five years 
old and thirty-two inches in height, topped 
off with a bearskin shako-as large as his 
body. Drum Major Kappetoff led his corps 
about the arena, the drummers pounding 
away lustily. Several of the midgets were 
so small that they toddled along behind 
their drums with difficulty. ‘The infant 
drummers scored a hit with the regulars 
of the Fifteenth Cavalry and'the Fourth 
Battery. The regulars captured the in- 
fants, and fed them with candy and sweet- 
meats. 

W. K. Van Tassel led an interesting cadet 
battalion drill from the New York Insti- 
tution for the Instruction of the Deaf. and 
Dumb. Gen. George Moore Smith was the 
reviewing officer in the afternoon. 

The military features of the evening con- 
tained the ever-popular Highlanders’ drill, 
rough riding by Troop C of Brooklyn, a 
Gatling gun drill by the Second Battery, 
N. G. N. Y., and a shelter tent and music 
drill by Company E, Eighth Infantry, 
U. S. A. 

In the athletic events only the final of 
the quarter-mile handicap was run. This 
was won by M. E. Johns, Twenty-secofid 
Regiment, who beat A. McCutcheon, also 
of the Twenty-second Regiment, by three 
yards. P. J. Walsh, Twenty-second Regi- 
ment; H. L. Hillman and L. Robertson, 
Thirteenth Regiment, and D. H. Meyer, 
Seventy-fourth Regiment, won their places 
in the final of the 100-yard military cham- 
pionship.

THE CITY BOND SALE. 

It is only in the comparative sense that 
the price obtained for the thirty-seven 
millions of 3% per cent. bonds of the 
City of New York can be called “ satis- 
factory.” Of course it is not satisfactory 
at all, it is highly unsatisfactory, for the 
city to be forced to accept an average of 
100.94 for its bonds in 1904, when in 1902 
it-got as high as 107.51. The city shares 
with all other bond issuing corporations 
the misfortune of being unable to place 
its bonds at former high prices. The 
city’s credit has not suffered in the 
least. That is the only comforting thing 
about it. It would be absurd to say that 

* a 8% per cent. bond of the City of New 
York is not a first-class gilt-edged se- 
curity. The trouble is not with the city 
or with its credit; it is with the invest- 
ing public. 

The two banking syndicates which sub- 
mitted bids for the bonds bid, one of 
them, 100.57 for all or none, and the 
other bid 100.41. These bids were so low 
that the Street construed them as indi- 
cating that the syndicates were not at all 
anxious to get the bonds. A really keen 
desire to receive the award would doubt- 
less have been reflected in a higher of- 
fer. But manifestly the control'ing mo- 
tive with the syndicates in determining 
the figure of their bids must have been 
their expectation of profit in selling the 
bonds to investors, and that touches the 
real heart of the mystery about the drop 
in the price of city bonds from above 107 
to a fraction over par. Really it is no 
longer a mystery, since the experience of 
several railroad corporations has recent- 
ly shown that it is practically impossible 
to “place” low-rate long-term bonds in 
large amounts. The investment market 
simply will not absorb them. 

Those Americans who constitute the 
investing class, persons who from time to 
time find themselves in possession of 
spare capital which they wish to put into 
interest or dividend bearing securities, 
have not yet fully recovered from their 
surfeit of 1901 and 1902. That fact is 
well known. A very large number of in- 
vestors own securities which they ac- 
quired at a price much higher than they 
would fetch in to-day’s market. Some of 
these securities have not only diminished 
in value but have reduced their divi- 
dends or stopped them altogether. Men 
who find themselves in such a position 
are not able and not inclined to make 
further investments until they have, 4s 
it were, caught up with their present 
ventures and commitments. Money must 
again accumulate in the pocket and 
there must be a restoration of confidence 
before the bond market will take on a 
livelier and a firmer tone. 

Another bountiful crop would bring a 
renewal of trade activity and a better 
demand for investment bonds. A rising 
tendency in the bond market is offen the 
precursor to a livelier stock market. No 
change of that nature is to be expected 
before the end of the crop year, and prob- 
ably not before the Presidential and Con- 
gressional elections in November. The 
situation, however, is not one for the 
least alarm or for any marked want of 
confidence. Business is exceedingly dull 
for promoters, and speculators find little 
opportunity for profit in the present 
d@ead-and-alive market. But the coun- 
try’s business, though not very active, is 
on an entirely sound basis, credit is by 
no means unduly extended since the se- 
vere liquidations of the past year have 
very largely reduced the number of 
those who found themselves on financial 
thin ice, and money is very plenty. It is, 
of course, anomalous that first-class se- 
curities should go begging at a time 
when money is abundant and cheap. 
That anomaly, however, is one of the 
consequences of the speculative debauch 
of the last three years. 


THE WALKER DOCTRINE OF CREA- 


TION. 

So far as the public has been able to tell, 
Judge PARKER is absolutely the creature of 
four men—Mr. DAvip B. HILL, Mr. Aucust 
BELMONT, Mr. PATRICK MCCARREN, and Mr, 
Francis LynNDE STETSON.—Mr. JOHN BRIs- 
BEN WALKER. 

We don’t know about Mr, SrTetTson; 
we have not heard that he was in politics 
this year. But as to the others, is it not 
evident that Mr. WaLkKmeR has put his 
cart before his horse? Is it not alto- 
g2ther probable that instead of “ create 
ing” Judge PARKER these gentlemen 
have identified themselves with his fort- 
unes because he was the likeliest man to 
“tie to” in a campaign which they hope 
may bring them opportunities for activ- 
ity and prominence? Nobody can create 
a Presidential candidate. Nobody can 
impose a candidate upon the people. He 
imposes himself. He is of his own crea- 
tion. The function of the leaders and 
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politicians is merely that of discovery. 
They look about to find who is the 
strongest and most available man. Then 
they begin their labors to make him a 
candidate. A man whom they had ‘to 
“create” would manifestly be neither 
strong nor available. He would be too 
small and weak to get votes, so that they 
would be in the position of leaders who 
organize a sure defeat at the very open- 
ing of the campaign. That would be 
fool's politics, A man who has been cn 
the bench in the State of New York for 
nearly twenty years, and who for six 
years has held the office of Chief Justice 
ct its highest court, may be said to be 
precty successfully created already. It 
is not Judge PARKER’s environment or 
the circumstances of his creation that 
trouble the Bryanites. It is the man 
himself, If he were wild enough, if in- 
stead of being a sane and safe Democrat 
he were a dangerous and revolutionary 
Populist, they would throw up their hats 
for him. 


A MYSTERIOUS APPROVAL. 

We cannot understand the action of the 
Mayor in consenting to the bill for root- 
ing up and replanting the municipal 
courts in this city, The bill does not ad- 
vance the interests of litigants in the 
courts. It is distinctly opposed to them. 
Iz provides expensive additions to the 
courts where they are not needed, and in 
some important instances, notably the 
present First District Court in Brooklyn 
Borough, it lays heavy additional bur- 
dens on a court already far too much 
burdened. The bill, moreover, is believed 
by good constitutional authorities to be 
wholly opposed to the provisions of the 
Constitution, and we have little doubt 
that the higher courts will so decide. We 
assume that if the bill becomes a 'taw 
some means will be taken to test its 
constitutionality, but before that can be 
done it is quite possible that great con- 
fusion will be caused in our judicial sys- 
tem. 

On its merits we are convinced that the 
bill should have been vetoed instead of 
approved. It is, moreover, very objec- 
tionable from purely partisan considera- 
tions. While the new Judgeships in Man- 
heattan and the Bronx may yield some 
places for the Democrats now held by 
Republicans, the Republicans arg pretty 
sure to get a still larger share of the pat- 
ronage in the Borough of Brooklyn. ‘This 
result was so confidently expected when 
the bill was before the Legislature that 


its passage was explained only on the | 


ground that there had been some sort of 
deal with the Tammany leaders. How- 
ever this may be, the Mayor’s approval 
of the bill is not easily accounted for. 
Sa 
THE WAGES OF SIN. 

The death in prison of the convict 
SAMUEL J. Parks might very well be 
passed in silence, if all that suggested 
itself to be said concerning it had rela- 
tion to the unfortunate man who has 
gone to his own place. What sympathy 
the news of his death excites belongs 
wholly to those of his immediate family, 
who are disgraced by his career, without 
responsibility for it, 

But Parks as a type invites passing 
notice. The practices which brought him 
to prison were not of his own invention. 
He learned them in the school of practical 
labor agitation, and had what experjence 
he needed to qualify him for independent 
exploitation of the field of “ graft” in the 
city where the unions come nearest to 
control, Chicago. In that city he was not 
rated as more than an amateur in extor- 
tion. Not long since one of the best- 
known labor leaders of that city said of 
him: “That man Parks is a duffer. 
There are a hundred men in this town 
who have forgotten more about working 
the graft than he will ever learn. We 
had no use for him here. A leader who 
ranks as a bully and who talks too much 
is not of the kind who get along in Chi- 
cago, We can get all the thugs and slug- 
gers we need for the price of the drinks, 
Those who know how to make the unions 
profitable as business propositions do rot 
have to be barroom bullies. Parks is 
entitled to what he got—not for what he 
did, which was all right, but for the way 
he did it, which was all wrong.” 

But blackmail is blackmail, whether 
the blackmailer is a smooth and plausi- 
ble diplomat or a boisterous and quarrel- 
some blackguard. Sooner or later society 
will find a way to protect itself from the 
one as effectively as from the other. 
This type of labor leader is comparative- 
ly new in this country. The body of the 
law has not expanded in his direction as 
rapidly as he has enlarged his field of. 
nefarious industry; but it is doing eo 
surely, if slowly, and the agencies of self- 
protection established through the asso- 
ciations of employers are becoming more 
and more efficient. Public opinion is 
showing signs of a perfectly natural but 
perhaps somewhat extreme reaction from 
the attitude of toleration which it at 
first held even toward those unions of 
which the methods were distinctly dis- 
approved. The academic view which 
largely prevailed up to quite lately was 
that labor was feeling its way toward 
higher standards, and even in its offenses 
against the public interest, representing 
the abuse of its power, it invited.the 
kind of patience which we feel for 
naughty children, who will do better 
when they learn better. The present hos- 
tility to the unions, of which we have so 
much evidence, perhaps represents the 
swing of the pendulum too far in the 
other direction; if so, the explanation for 
it is found in the wrong development of 
trades unionism, and in the crimes which 
have been committed in its name. 

The career of Parks, and even more 
the skillful diplomacy in crime of more 
prudent manipulators of the “ graft” in 
Chicago and other cities, have come to 
be recognized as part of a system intoler- 
able under any form of social organiza- 
ticn. That the eaféty of our institutions 
depends upon a recognition of the su- 
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premacy of law is a fact which looms 
large in conneetion with the study of 
every phase of the labor question; and 
PARKS may well serve as an object lesson 
ta other practitioners of his methods. His 
fate awaits them, and the tolerance of 
public opinion upon which they are pos- 
sibly counting will do them no more 


good than it did him. The wages of sin | 


are paid in full at last. 


THE CORONERS RESPITED. 

The action of Mayor McCLELLAN in 
vetoing the bill abolishing the office of 
Coroner will disappoint a great many 
hopes of practical reform in the admin- 
istration of this department of the crim- 
inallaw. The most his action can accom- 
plish is to give these useless and ob- 
structive functionaries a respite. Public 
opinion demands the reorganization of the 
system of dealing with cases of suspi- 
cious death, and what public opinion 
wants it will have, however many the ob- 
stacles in the way of getting it. 

That the most contradictory opinions 
have been expressed concerning the 
present system is undoubtedly true. The 
Coroners are very much opposed to any 
change, and so are those who are in any 
way benefited by the continuance of the 
Coroners in office. Those who favor abol- 
ishing the Coroners are the members of 
the bar, the police and health authorities, 
and gall well-informed, public-spirited cit- 
izens who have taken the trouble to ad- 
vise themselves as to the evils and 
abuses of crowners quest law. The work 
which was this year successful in the 
Legislature must be done again another 
year, and that it will be done success- 
fully no one who knows the state of in- 
telligent public opinion on this subject 
has reason to doubt. 


THE CAPITOL. 

Speaker CANNON has been completely 
baffled in his vandal purpose to extend 
and reconstruct the Capitol in contempt 
and defiance of the architectural profes- 
sion. It is true that “Uncle Jon's” 
young man, for whose competency as an 
architect Uncle Joz vouches, although he 
is not an architect at all, and although 
nobody vouches for Uncle JosEPH’s com- 
petency asgan architectural critic, is act- 
ually installed as “‘ Architect of the Cap- 
itol,” to the huge scandal not only of the 
architects, but of every American intel- 
ligently interested in the building of 
which all Americans are more or less 
vaguely proud. The amateur has even 
done some very bad work in the building, 
which it will be the first duty of a com- 
petent successor to wipe out. Fortu- 
nately, it is cdnfined to some vulgar 
shams in the wayvof painting, which can 
b2 easily removed. 

When it comes to structural alterations 
in the Capitol, however, the Congres- 
sional Commission has been forced to 
take architectural counsel, and has ine 
voked the assistance of reputable archi- 
tects to carry out the plan sketched by 
the Jate THomMas U. Water, the last 
real architect of the Capitol, being the 
author of the wings. Evidently the con- 
struction of those wings implied and in- 
volved the projection of the céntre of the 
east front to the same plane which the 
front of the wings occupies. This would 
have, moreover, the architectural ad- 
vantage of supplying a visibly adequate 
sub-structure for the cupola, the archi- 
tectural baselessness of which is at pres- 
ent the worst fault in the design of the 
building. Considerately done, this would 
be a great improvement, and happily we 
now have a guarantee that it will be so 
done. The extension will also afford op- 
rortunity for another improvement in the 
facing of the centre, including its curtain 
walls, with the white marble of which 
the wings are built instead of the make- 
shift of sandstone painted white to match 
the marble of which they ngw consist. 
The wrath of the Speaker against the 
architects has thus been, by the press- 
ure of enlightened professional and pub- 
lic opinion, overruled for good. 


THE BAYONET. 

For the credit of human nature, white, 
and yellow, it is a comfort to be able to 
recognize conspicuous gallantry in the 
fighting on the Yalu, and conspicuous 
gallantry on both s#es. No doubt the 
fight was a Russian blunder—whether it 
was the blunder of the immediate com- 
mander, Gen. SASSULITCH, in carrying his 
resistance far beyond his orders, or that 
of the Commander in Chief in leaving his 
subordinate to fight an unequal battle, is 
a question which ‘will probably be dis- 
posed of, after it has lost all genergl in- 
terest, by a Russian military inquiry. 
Meantime the behavior of the soldiers 
whose business it was “not to reason 
why” was equally admirable on both 
sides. 

The fightin8 was signalized by the re- 
appearance of the bayonet, which in 
modern warfare has come to be consid- 
ered as useful as an intrenching tool or 
a culinary utensil, but of little use as a 
weapon. Gen. KUROPATKIN reports that 
the Japanese infantry “under our fire 
made continual bayonet attacks on our 
troops.” He also reports that a battalion 
of the Eleventh (Russian) Regiment 
“ advanced with fixed bayonets, preceded 
by buglers, to clear a passage,”’ and that 
“the Japanese declined a hand-to-hand 
conflict and recoiled,” adding that “it 
was only by advancing on the Japanese 
with the bayonet that the regiment was 
able to retire.” , 

These are strange tales to be told of 
modern warfare, but they are neither in- 
credible nor inconsistent. The General 
had already explained that the Russian 
infantry had abandoned the battery 
upon which the Japanese charged. The 
cannoneers were doubtless unarmed, and 
to attack them with the bayonet was the 
most obvious thing to do, when once the 
assailants had come up close to the guns, 
A bayonet can “repeat” much faster 
and oftener even than a modern maga- 
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zine rifle, Bayoneting the gunners was 
an equivajent operation, for infantry, to 
“sabring the gunners” in TENNYSON'S 
account of the charge of the Light Bri- 
gade at Balaklava. Also it is compati- 
ble with the “recoil” of other Japanese 
when the Russian battalion advanced 
upon them with fixed bayonets. A bayo- 
net charge, like a cavalry charge, is an 
affair of momentum. The Russians being 
bigger and heavier men than the Japan- 
ese would have the advantage in this, 
and the Japanese would naturally “ de- 
cline a hand-to-hand conflict,” prefer- 
ring to “‘retire’’ and pepper the advanc- 
ing column with musketry fire. All the 
Same, a man hurt in modern war so sel- 
dom sees his enemy or knows what hits 
him that these hand-to-hand conflicts 
have an old-fashioned, almost a Homeric, 


effect in the recital. 
————_— 
RUSSIAN IGNORANCE. 

Count CassInI permits himself to be 
surprised at Ameérican ignorance of the 
causes of the war between his country 
and Japan. To enlighten it he puts for- 
ward what he regards as the Russian 
view. But there is another Russian view 
which he does not venture to put for- 
ward. It has been put forward by some 
Russian rioters in Bessarabia as a pre- 
text for the formation of an anti-Jewish 
mob in the village of Bender. The mob 
not only plundered the shops and broke 
windows in the houses of Jews, but it 
killed three Jewish men and two Jewish 
women, besides wounding several others. 
This mob, it appears, was incited to its 
work by the report that “the Jews and 
England and America” had brought on 
the war “in revenge for the Kishineff 
massacre.” 

That is what might perhaps be expect- 
ed in a country of which only a small 
fraction of the population can read and 
write, and in which the school attendance 
is to that of the United States, in propor- 
tion to population, as 1 to 80. But it 
seems that Russian missionaries who 
have a call to explain the origin and 
causes of the war would find in Russia 
itself a field much more in need of culti- 
vation than they can find in the United 


States.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Verses like those by Mr. ALFRED Avs- 
TIN, printed in this column yesterday, de- 
serve, perhaps, more serious comment than 
they then received. It is so very easy to 
laugh at Mr. AusTIN’s effusions that one is 
apt, especially if pressed for time, to over- 
look not only the kind and amount of 
merit that most of them possess, but also 
the various questions, all interesting and 
several of some importance, which their 
faults, because of the writer’s official po- 
sition as England’s State poet, suggest to 
the inquisitive mind. Mr. Austin is a man 
of good origin and good education—a “‘ gen- 
tleman,” in the broader and higher as well 
as in the narrower and lower definition of 
that pleasant word. Of the poetry written 
by others he has obviously read much, and 
presumably he has at least ordinary ability 
in judging it. He knows the rules of versi- 
fication, he has in his memory a full stock 
of the figures and constructions out of 
which real poetry has often been made, and 
his circumstances are such that he need 
write only when he feels an inner impulse 
to do so, and can give to his work all the 
polishing he thinks it requires. And yet 
Mr. AUSTIN sends Out over his imposing 
title of Poet Laureate, to a world that 
because of that title is sure narrowly to 
examine all he writes, a production like 
his “Jeanne D’Arc”! Why? Written by 
another man Mr. AUSTIN would doubtless 
find these verses as amusing as the rest of 
us do—would appreciate their punky pre- 
tentiousness, would wonder at the tactless- 
ness which led an appointee of the British 
Government to promise in behalf of France 
as many Joans as she may need for the 
expulsion of invaders from her soil, and 
would advise the writer—if his advice were 
asked—to refrain from saying anything 
until he had something to say. If only 
somebody would give that advice to Mr. 
AustTIN, and if he would only take it! For 
we all ieel conscience prick when we de- 
ride a gentleman so amiable and so well- 
intentioned, but, having made the fatal 
mistake of accepting a position for which 
he is both too good and too bad, a position 
where he compels the criticism he should 
avoid, and must accept derision as a proof 
of the world's charity for his failings. An’ 
we would, we could all do worse than de- 
ride, and that serious consideration he 
probably expects and mourns to lack would 
surely make him regret his present lot. 


—Heroic devotion to duty and efficiency 
in performing it under the most trying con- 
ditions have been more eloquently praised, 
perhaps, than they were in the report made 
by the Court of Inquiry on the Missouri dis- 
aster, but surely the praise was never freer 
from qualification or marked by greater 
emphasis and sincerity. Reading the words 
in which the dangers of the situation cre- 
ated by the explosion are described and the 
bravery of the man who met and con- 
quered those dangers are called to the 
country’s attention, one almost forgets the 
cruel deaths that formed the tragedy of the 
episode and is tempted to think only of the 
glory earned by the survivors. The deaths 
occurred, however, and the navy sustained 
a grievous loss of men presumably as brave 
and competent as those who saved the 
ship, with only an incidental thought, if 
that, of saving themselves. It is well to 
bear in mind, therefore, that if the Court 
of Inquiry praised the heroes, it also did 
what it could to place the responsibility for 
the accident. In saying that the use of a 
powder with qualities but imperfectly un- 
derstood was the cause of the deplorable 
accident the court mentioned no names, 
but powder does not make or select itself, 
and of course the investigation is not at an 
end with the determination of a roster of 
heroes. But it will not do to infer that 
anybody deserves a blame to balance the 
praises accorded. We can all recall the 
outcry made during the Spanish war be- 
cause our ships and our troops were not 
supplied with smokeless powder. Then the 
plea that the department officials were not 
satisfied with the obtainable forms of the 
new explosive and were searching for a 
better one when the war broke out was not 
at all well received. What looks like rash 
haste now had few milder characterizations 
than criminal delay, and many advisers 
were prompt to suggest that a poor smoke- 
less powder was better than powder that 
made our men easy targets for the enemy. 
In time the army and navy will get the 
best, no doubt, and meanwhile we have the 
men to work the guns with what they have, 
and, more important still, the men who can 
think in emergencies and act wisely at 
dreadful moments when there is no help in 
the rules and regulations made for ordi- 
nary times. 


—One of our readers is troubled by the 
frequency with which people speak of an 
exception as proving a rule, ‘ Would not 
any rule,’”’ he asks, “‘ be better if it had no 
exceptions, and, if one exception ‘ proves 
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rs rule,» why are not two or more excep- 
ions additional and corroborative proof-- 
why, indeed, is it not true that’the more 
numerous the exceptions the stronger the 
proof?” These questions are legitimate 
enough—as foundations for a controversy— 
and it cannot be denied that the old phrase, 
considered strictly and interpreted literally, 
is illogiéal and absurd. But why consider 
strictly and interpret Mterally? Human in- 
tercourse is not conducted along those lines 
except under compulsion, and while it is, 
abstractly, an extremely judicious thing to 
say what you mean, it is, on the whole, 
more important to mean what other folks 
take to be the meaning of what you 
say. The statement that “the exception 
proves the rule” is instantly understood 
by all who hear it. The involved incon- 
sistency is easily ignored, and hearers have 
no difficulty in joining you in giving to 


“rule” a definition that provides for the. 


existence of exceptions. “As a rule,” in 
common usage, has about the significance 
of “usually,” never, so far as we know, 
that of “ always.” So one works around to 
the manner in which, after all, an excep- 
tion does prove a rule. It is, indeed, ar- 
guing in a circle, but an exception, by its 
very definition, does do just that, if one 
once admits—and we all do, even the gram- 
marians—that few rules are of invariable 
application. As our correspondent says, 
RICHARD GRANT WHITH worried over this 
very question, and reprobated the phrase, 
but then Mr. WHITE was a somewhat fussy 
person, and he shuddered at many things 
which Prof. LounsBury, for instance, can 
view with perfect calm. 

—It was hard enough to understand 
when the Russians exulted over the 
achievements of their Vladivostok fleet at 
Gen-san, but reason reels at any attempt 
to explain why German merchantmen in 
the harbor of Riga should have. been déec- 
orated when the news reached that place. 
For the doings at Gen-san were pretty 
small and shabby. A little bay with a vil- 
lage on its shore and a few unarmed 
steamers on its water offered few chances 
for the winning of glory. The Russians 
came, saw, and conquered—there’s no doubt 
about that—but how hastily they scuttled 
back, and how glad they were to have 
avoided the Japanese fighting ships! It 
was all right, according to the rules of 
the game, we suppose, but it wasn’t bril- 
liant, and it wasn’t noble. And yet the 
German ships at Riga were decorated at 
the request of the Russian authorities! 
Well, when there is little to celebrate, the 
little must be celebrated if there is to be 
any celebration,

The Sterilizing of Dentists’ Tools. 
Yo the Editor of The New York Times: 

Allow me to express my thanks to “A 
Subscriber” for the very much needed re- 
marks on “The Cleansing of Dentists’ 
Tools.” Public interest should be aroused 
against this flagrant violation of nature's 
most necessary law, that of cleanliness. I 
wish to state my experience. I have just 
gone through a ten weeks’ siege at a 
dentist’s for very expensive work. During 
the times I waited in the office I observed 
the patients who were treated, the same 
instruments being used on the different 
ones without cleansing, a similar perform- 
ance being done iri my case on each and 
every occasion. ; 

I am informed that at a meeting of the 
Medical Asscciation held in this borough a 
few months ago the prominent lecturer on 
dental surgery urged the great necessity of 
antiseptic cleaning of dental instruments, 
guarding against germs and microbes of 
throat and lungs, as well as those lurking 
in decayed teeth. There is no’law to com- 
pel dentists to cleanse their instruments, 
either after each operation or at any other 
time, and the only way at present lies with 
the people themselves to take up the mat- 
ter with their respective dentists and insist 
on the absolute cleanliness and sterilizing 
of their instruments, for which purpose 
machines, easy and inexpensive ones, are 
made, or this penalty would be a change to 
a dentist who is willing to be careful and 
guard them against worse evils from dis- 
ease than even those mentioned herein.

THE BISHOP JADES. 


Collection of Jadeites and Nephrites at 
the Metropolitan Museum. 


The gallery numbered IV. according to 
the new arrangement of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, has been set aside for the 
collection of jadeites, nephrites, and other 
hard semi-precious stones bequeathed by 
the late Heber R. Bishop. It is at the 
north end of the Fifth Avenue wing on the 
upper floor, where one of the two galleries 
has been decorated in Louis XV. fashion 
and provided with openwork, wrought-iron 
gates for its two portals. Here, in hand- 
some showcases, are gathered the extraord- 
inary pieces of Chinese jade, rock crystal, 
rose quartz, lapis lazuli, &c., for which Mr. 
Bishop ransacked Europe, China, and 
Japan, not forgetting New York. 

This collector spared neither, energy nor 
money to obtain the finest bits of jade to be 
had in London or Paris. His buyers in 
China were always on the watch; personal- 
ly he often visited the Orient to pick up 
special pieces, old Chinese and Japanese 
cloissonés and other things that interested 
him particularly. When he died, a magnifi- 
cent catalogue was in preparation, which 
will be carried out by his heirs. 

The objects in this particular collection 
number more than 1,000. It is doubtful if 
the Emperor of China himself has so com- 
piete a gathering, notwithstanding the fact 
that many costly objects in jade are pre- 
pared for the exclusive use of the imperial 
palaces and are not supposed to reach the 
market. At one time, if not at present, the 
palace grounds at Peking included a sec- 
tion where the Ju-Tsiang, or jade workers, 
labored under the supervision of officials. 
Their slowly elaborated pieces might serve 
as presents to favored grandees, but might 
not be sold to the outside world. Still, it 
Was never beyond the limits of possibility 
that a foreigner who bound himself to carry 
the piece of jade out of the country might 
secure it “‘under the rose”’ through such 
intermediaries as exist in Oriental cities. 
Of these men and their wiles the members 
of the Diplomatic Corps might tell certain 
tales if they cared to blab—or dared. 

Jade (they have now decided to divide it 
scientifically into jadeite and nephrite) is 
revered in the Orient for a variety of 
reasons. The Mexican variety reached 
Europe in the sixteenth century with a 
prodigal fame for usefulness as medicine. 
It cured snake bite, epilepsy, kidney trouble, 
and all diseases of the stomach; so it befell 
that “‘ nephritic stone” took a place in the 
stores of apothecaries, though the actual 
thing they sold was anything but the 
Mexican green stone. In America generally 
the redskins wore it in their lower lip as 
labrets, or in the lobe of the ear, of around 
the neck to prevent disease, In the Orient 
a bowl of jade was a sure preventive of 
poisoning, for the stone would make a 
poisoned liquid boil, Many poetical ideas 
as to the green of Spring landscapes, the 
colors of distant hills, of clouds and seas 
were woven about jade by the Chinese and 
Japanese poets. Its sonorous qualities made 
it a singing stone. Specimens of pendent 
musical stones marvelously wrought are 
seen under Nos, 644 and 646. These belong 
to the Kien-Lung period, (1736-1795,) and 
are decorated not only with pierced and 
relief designs, but with fish, bats, &c., at 
their edges; one is light sage green, the 
other olive brown nephrite, uch earlier 
is the date assigned to a hanging bell of 
nephrite under No. 348, which is assigned to 
the Han dynasty, (206 B. C.—220 A. D.) As 
we know that sonorous stones were used 
for bells in countries where iron and bronze 
were very rare, we may suppose that in 
these highly decorated triumphs of the 
stoneworker we have a survival of a very 
ancient stage in the evolution of the bell. 

The collection has its scientific side in 
specimens of the rough material in many 
shades from milky white to blackish green, 
with pieces more or less polished, and these 
are divided into sections according to the 
countries where they are mined or found on 
the surface, in rivers, &c. There are even 
pieces from Europe, though the archaeolo- 
gists once thought that all the celts and 
other things of jadeite found in European 
prehistoric graves must have filtered in 
from Asia. No. 134 is a block found by 
George F. Kunz at Jordansmiihl in Silesia. 

Placed in cases they do not show to the 
Same advantage as when in use. Thus the 
flower vases are calculated by their color 
to place the flowers in perfect relief. The 
vases for a temple which were meant for 
wine need the pale-colored liquid to show 
them off. No. 468—a large lotus-leaf dish 
carved from a dark sage-green nephrite, 
has On its floor a toad which is part of the 
dish. To show it off to advantage there 
should be water covering the toad up to its 
eyes; goldfish should be floating through 
the water, and real waterlilies riding on 
the surface. Jade is opaque, yet somewhat 
translucent, and some of the delicate, thin- 
walled cups only reveal the decorations 
carved on their bowls in very low relief 
when they are filled. 

It would take too long to mention a tithe 
of the sceptres, trays, flower-holders, head 
and hand rests, perforated screens, bird, 
beast, and human figures, which the arti- 
sans of China have wrought in this tough 
und many-colored stone, nor can the hbe- 
jeweled jJades of India, the trees and shrubs 
full of fruit, the objects in coral, crystal, 
and lapis lazuli find mention. A morning 
would not be misspent given up to this 
gallery alone. No such exhibit can be 
found in Europe in public or private owner- 
ship.

Isidor Richter, Schwarz’s law partner, 
performed the ceremony, and the certificate 
Was taken to Mr. Harris, who said that, 
of course, he would agree to the defend- 
ant’s release.

DE MUN’S CATHOLIC MOVEMENT 


M. Leroy-Beaulieu Discusses dt at Har- 
vard University. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 4.—M. Anatole 
Leroy-Beaulieu of France delivered the 
fifth lecture in his series upon Christianity 
and Democracy at Harvard University this 
afternoon. The subject of the lecturé was 
““M. de Mun et le Christianisme Social.” 

The Catholic Church, the speaker said, 
was not a mechanism moved by a single 
motive power. Its impulsion came more 
often from its members than from its head. 
In France the principal initiator had ‘been 
the Count de Mun, a cavalry officer and an 
outside adversary of the Revolution. | The 
Revolution had adopted the policy of “‘ lais- 
sez faire’’ and “ laissez passer.”’ 

It had suppressed the guilds and cut off 
all associations. M. de Mun yndertook to 
combat this on its double ground. ‘To this 
end he summoned the spirit of Christianity; 
he founded “ Catholic circles’ of workmen, 
and he recommended the institution. of 
mixed unions composed at once of employ- 
ers and employes. 

Encouraged by Rome, a certain number 
of priests and laymen interested themselves 
in the masses of the people. Some of them, 
under the name of Christian Democrats, 
formed a sort of Socialistic body of which 
the Holy See and the Bishops were afraid. 
If this movement had nét given its promot- 
ers all the results which they promised for 
it, the fault was in part due to the distrust 
and repugnance of democracy for the 
Church,

Fundsof $150,000 to be Held Until it 
Amounts to $800,000. 


EPPING, N. H., May 4.—Miss Lydia W. 
Ladd, a recluse and eccentric resident of 
this ‘town, who died recently, left $150,000

DEFEND THE SCRIPTURES 


“* Higher Critics’ Mean One Thing 
When They Say Another.” 


DRIVING INTO CATHOLICISM 


Dr. Robert Russell Booth Tells Ameri- 
can Bible League That Protestants 
Are in Danger. 


For the second day's session of the Amer- 
ican Bible League Convention there gath- 
ered in the Marble Collegiate Church yes- 
terday an audience which filled the build- 
ing to the doors, Again the speakers at- 
tacked “higher criticism,’’ and ministers 
of various Protestant denominations fol- 
lowed one another in impassioned appeals 
for continuance of faith jn the Old and 
New Testaments as the Word of God and 
not as a series of myths. 

The speakers were interrupted frequently 
by applause. Among those who attacked 
the higher criticism at the day meetings were 
the Rev. Dr. David James Burrell, pastor 
of the church in which the convention is 
being held, and the Rev. Dr. Robert Rus- 
sell Booth, ex-Moderator of the Presby- 
terian General Assembly. Dr. Burrell went 
as far ag to say that some of the “ higher 
critics’ laughed at their own professions, 
and meant one thing when they said an- 
other, Dr. Booth went still further, de- 
claring that if the “higher criticism” 
should be successful, which he did not be- 
lieve it would, the gréat congregations of 
the Methodist and Presbyterian churches 
would be found eventually in the Roman 
Catholic Church. 


The Catholics, he said, no matter what 
they had addéd to the original faith, cer- 
tainly had clung to the Bible as the Word 
of God, 


DR. BURRELL’S DEFENSE, 


Dr. Burrell, in the course of his defense 
of the Bibie, said in part: “‘It is the Gib- 
raltar of Christianity, but how about the 
dictionary? We are not here to save the 


Bible from danger. It can take care of 
itself, 


ger of being entirely made over by the 
‘higher critics.’ It is time that some 
protest should be made against the com- 
plete overturning of the books of definition. 
A little boy, when asked why he thought 
Solomon the greatest of the Biblical people, 
illustrated his love of animals by saying 
that Solomon was great because he had 
“800 porcupines.’ The little fellow was not 
more mixed than those who make pro- 
nouncements about inspiration, atonement, 
resurrection, and immortality without ex- 


plaining which meaning of the word they 
are using.”’ 


Continuing, Dr. Burrell said that the re- 
sult of the higher criticism ‘‘ was full of 
calamity for the ministry and caused a 
lamentable state in the seminaries, where 


there was no calling for them if the Bible 
be considered a myth filled with falsehood, 
the result of forgeries. 

“The ‘higher criticism’ can do very 
well without the preacher,” he said. ‘“‘ The 


devil is sufficient unto himself, and can do 
without him. I know a minister who, after 
preaching a sermon on the incarnation, said 
that it made no particular difference to 
him whether Jesus was the son of Joseph 
or_conceived of the Holy Ghost.” 

Dr. Booth said that popular opinion was 
not on the side of the “ higher criticism,” 
but that the most learned men of the age 
were 5 to 1 against the thoughr that the 
Bible was not the Word of God. He asked 
what honest man could look at Ardover 
and not be ashamed to think that the insti- 
tution had been consevratei tor a different 
purpose, and that the endowmenr of the 
pious, was being used for the “ higher criti- 
eism.” He then told of the “ faithfulness” 
of the Roman Catholic Church to the Word

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ATTACKING PEOPLE'S FAITH. 


At the afternoon session a paper of Prof. 
Howard Osgood of the Rochester Theologi- 
cal Seminary was read. In this it was de- 
clared that the “higher criticism’ of to-

The at- 
tacks of those days had been defeated by

The Rev. Dr. Revere Franklin We 
President of the Theological Seminary at 
the Srangusoe) Lutheran Church of ‘Chi- 
cago, said that the present application of 
rationalistic principles to the New Testa- 
ment was uncritical, as th* critics started 
with the presumption of doubt and held 
that they were the infallible judges of what 
was true and what was false. It was not 
scientific in the way of criticism to begin 
with the assumption that everything su- 
pernatural was incredible, and that God 
must keep His hands off the work of nat- 
ure, which He created. Dr. Weidner said 
that the “ higher critics’ indulged in athe- 
istic mathematics masquerading as relig- 
“ee spunense. om 

rof..G. Frederick Wright of the i 
Theological Seminary was the first eosie 
at the evening session. The discussion was 
on *‘ The Unscientific Character of the Pre- 
vailing Higher Criticism, with Its Revolu- 
tionary Fad; or, Misdirected Scholarship." 

“The methods of science,” said Prof. 
Wright, “should be purely those of com- 
mon sense. he Bible in the fullest meas- 
ure endures the tests of the modern in- 
ductive sciences. It grants—yes, affirms— 
the existence of that material substratum 
of nature which modern physical science 
demands, while it holds supreme the direct- 
ing agency of an all-comprehensive mind, 
of whose existence we are assured in the 
life of feeling, thought, and will, of which 
we are most immediately conscious. 


WHERE CRITICS FAIL, 


“‘Even the higher critics have to realize 
that the records of the New Testament 
were written in the first century, when, 
if possible, they would have been contro- 
verted by those antagonistic to them. 


When you attack the character of a good 
man you have a great deal to do in ex- 
ea away the presumption in his fa- 
vor. his the critics do not do in their 
assaults on the Bible.”’ 
Prof, Robert D. Wilson of the Princeton 
Theological Seminary, speaking fort Orien- 
tal scholarship, said: 

‘Did you ever hear of the Jerahmielites? 
They are mentioned once in the Bible, and 
their progenitor, Jerahmiel. Now, would 
you believe it possible that a professor in 
Oxford would attempt to string the whole 
text of the prophets of the history of the 
Old Testament upon the thread of this 
word, which he has inserted Scores of times 
in the four parts of his work already pub- 
lished?

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NEW SCHOOLS GOING UP. 


Three Fine Ones, Two for Brooklyn and 
One for Manhattan. 


At a cost of $417,748, Public School No. 147 
of Brooklyn is to be built soon. It will be 
on Bushwick Avenue, between McKibben 
and Siegel Streets, on a plot of ground 234 
feet wide and 208 feet deep, and will con- 
tain 72 classrooms, accommodating about 
2,000 scholars. Another large school, No. 
85, will be built on Evergreen Avenue, be- 
tween Eldert and Covert Streets. its 
grounds are to be 200 feet wide by 150 deep, 
and in its 63 classrooms 1,400 pupils will be 
accommodated. Its cost will be $291,900. 

New Public School No. 132, Manhattan, 
will be built on Wadsworth Avenue, be- 
tween One Hundred and Bighty-second and 
One Hundred and Highty-third Streets.

FOUR TERMS IN CONGRESS 


Was Elected Controller of New York on 
Tammany Ticket and Defeated on 
Republican Nomination—Busi- 

* ness Affiliations. 


Ashbel P. Fitch, President of the Trust 
Company of America, ex-Controller of the 
City of New York, ex-member of the House 
of Representatives, and well known as a 
lawyer and financier, died at his home, 16 
East Eightieth Street, late on Tuesday 
night from a stroke of apoplexy. While 
Mr. Fitch had been under the care of a 
physician during the past Winter, there 
was no indication that his health was seri- 
ously affected. 

The funeral services will be held to-mor- 
row morning at the family residence, and 
Mr. Fitch will be buried at Woodlawn. 

Descended both on his father’s and his 
mother’s side from distinguished Revolu- 
tionary ancestors, Ashbel Parmelee Fitch 
was born in Mooers, Clinton County, this 
State, on Oct. 8, 1848. Mr. Fitch came 
to this city with his parents while 
quite young. After receiving his ru- 
dimentary education in the public schools 
here, he prepared for college at Williston 
Seminary, East Hampton, Mass. Young 
Mr. Fitch spent several years at the uni- 
versities of Jena and Berlin. Upon his re- 
turn to this country he took a course at 
the Columbia Law School, and was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1869, at the age of 
twenty-one. 

In 1884 Mr. Fitch made his first appear- 
ance in public iife. The Republicans in 
that year offered him the nomination for 
Congress from his home district, but he 
declined to accept on the ground that he 
was not in sympathy with the high-tariff 
doctrines of his. party. Two years later, 
however, he accepted the nomination. In 
December, 1887, he took his seat in the Fif- 
tieth Congress. 

Later Mr. Fitch practically turned his 
back on the Republican Party. On May 16, 
1888, in a speech which has attracted Na- 
tional attention he urged the passage of 
the Mills Tariff Reform bill, and in October 
he received the joint nomination of Tam- 
many Hall and the County Democracy and 
was elected. He served four terms in Con- 
gress. 

In 1893 Mr. Fitch was elected Controller 
of this city on the Tammany ticket. At the 
first election for Greater New York the 
Republicans placed him in nomination and 
he was swept out of power by the Tam- 
many tidal wave. 

Mr. Fitch married Miss Lizzie A. Cross 
of Morrisville. N. Y., in 1874. They had 
six children—three sons and three daugh- 
ters. Mr. Fitch was a Director of the 
American Light. and Traction Company, 
the Bowling Green Trust Company, the 
Germania Bank, the Lion Brewery, the 
Title Insurance Company of New York, and 
the Trust Company of America. He was a 
member of the following clubs: Metropoli- 
tan, Manhattan, Lawyers’, New York 
Yacht, St. Nicholas, Ardsley, Germania, 
Press, Liederkranz, Arion, and the Metro- 
politan of Washington. He was President 
cf the Franklin County Society and a mem- 
ber of the Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
Sons of the Revolution, Military Order of 
Foreign Wars, New England Society, Mu- 
uicipal Art Society, New York Genealogical 
and Biographical Society, the Dunlap So- 
ciety, and the Chamber of Commerce.

“SAM” PARKS DEAD. 


Delegation with Appeal for Release 
Reached Governor Too Late. 


OSSINING, May 4.--Samuel J. Parks, the 
former walking delegate of the House- 
smiths and Bridgemen’s Union in New 
York, died in the hospital at Sing Sing 
Prison at 7:15 this morning. Mrs. Parks 
arrived on the noon train ahd took the 
body back to New York this evening. Mrs. 
Parks’ had paid devoted attention to her 
husband ever since he was first impris- 
oned. A delegation from the Central Fed- 
erated Union called on Gov. Odell at Al- 
bany this afternoon with an appeal for 
Parks’s release. They had not learned of 
Parks’s death. 


The body arrived at the Grand. Central 
Station at 6:12 o'clock, and it was taken 
at once to the boarding house, at 211 East 
Highty-seventh Street, where Mrs. Parks 
has beer®living since her husband’s incar- 
ceration in Sing Sing. Local No. 40, one of 
the four successors of Parks’s old union, 
will meet in Maennerchor Hall to-morrow 
night and arrange to attend the funeral. 
Members of that union said last that_they 
intended to raise a purse for Mrs. Parks 
and to provide lavish floral offerings. 

Samuel J. Parks was born in County 
Down, Ireland, forty years ago, and in 
1892 he drifted into Chicago. Here he 
entered upon the career which made him 
the Czar in his craft—a career which finally 
landed him in a felon’s cell. ad 

Parks was of gigantic frame, and, until 
the ravages of disease began to tell upon 
him, a Hercules in strength. With his pair 
of strong fists he fought his way to promi- 
nence and prestige among his fellow-work- 
ers, 

It is nearly eight years ago now since 
Parks came to New York. He joined «the 
Housesmiths and Bridgemen’s Union No. 2. 
Parks had seen the wages of the men cf 
his craft in Chicago advanced to $4 a day. 
Here, when Parks came, they were $2.59. 

The pay of the housesmiths was advanced 
by degrees until they had $4.50 a day. 
Parks said they ought to have $5, and that 
he would help them to get it, and by this he 
won their hearts. 

From the moment he was solid with the 
union he began building up his own for- 
tune. When he felt that the men were so 
absolutely in his power that he had only 
to speak the word to send them out on a 
strike, he’began to blackmail building con- 
tractors. How much Parks made in this 
way has never been.cleared up, but it was 
brought out in open court that Parks, 
after having paid a great array of the most 
eminent lawyers that could be hired to see 
him through three trials, still had a bank 
account of $11,600. 

It was early last May when a check for 
2,000, which President Poulson of the 
Hecia Iron Works had given Parks to call 
off a strike, got into the office of District 
Attorney Jerome. This was the beginning 
of the end. Jerome went after Parks tooth 
and nail. Six indictments for blackmailing 
contractors and one for perjury growing 
out of testimony Parks had given in his 
own behalf were found against him. Parks 
was tried on two of the indictments and 
convicted. He was sent to Sing Sing under 
a two years’ sentence on the first convic- 
tion, but he had clever counsel who got 
him a writ of reasonable doubt, and a tem- 
porary release after five days of brushmak- 
ing for the State. This was early in Sep- 
tember. On Labor Day he rode down Fifth 
Avenue at the head of the building trades 
unions. During the last week of October he 
was tried for blackmailing the Tiffany 
Studios out of a $500 “ initiation fee,’’ was 
convicted, and again sent to Sing Sing. 


Jonathan Marshall. 

Jonathan Marshall, one of New York's 
old-time lawyers, died yesterday at nis 
residence in Fordham after a comparative- 
ly brief illness. Mr. Marshall was a resi- 


dent of this city for nearly forty years, 
when he moved to Lorillard Place, Ford- 
ham, a half dozen years ago. 

He was born in East Ware, N. H., July 
12, 1827, and was educated at Dartmouth 
College, being graduated in 1854. For some 
years, until‘after the civil war had begun, 
he was an instructor in the Latin High 
School at Lowell, in the High Schoo] at 
Springfield, and, just preceding the civil 
war, in Virginia schools. 

In 1862 Mr. Marshall came to this city 
and studied law in the offices of ex-Gov. 
Hadley. He made a specialty of patent law, 
and after he opened his own offices in the 
old New York Times Building, became 
identified with some of the most important 
patent litigation of that time. Of late years 
he had paid more attention to the care of 
estates. He opened his office in the Im- 
porters and Traders’ Bank Building when 
that building was erected. 

He was a member of the Hardware Club,

SIXTEEN HORSES TO START 


Irish Lad the Top Weightiand Popular

The first signpost of the Metropolitan

FLORHAM QUEEN WAS FOULED 


Favorite in the Stake Race Fell and In- 
jured Her Jockey—Burns Fined 
for the ‘Trouble. 


For the close of the Metropolitan Jockey 
Club's. Spring meeting 6n the Jamaica track 
yesterday the usual stake feature took sec- 
ond place to a purse race, in which Mc- 
Chesney, the rival to Waterbgy in the claim 
to the championship last year, made his 
first appearance of the season. ‘‘ Big Mac,” 
as the horse popularly is termed, stirred 
the spectators to enthusiasm when he gal- 
loped past the stand in his warming up, 
and cheers followed him down the stretch,. 
but that was the only chance that his ad- 
mirers had for enthusiasm, as McChesney, 
the top weight with 126 pounds and the fa- 
vorite at 9 to 5 in a field of twelve horses 
in his race, a six-furlong handicap, was 
left at the post and only cantered behind 
his opponents, to finish last a quarter of a 
mile back. Collector Jessup, bought out of 
a selling race only a few days before, was 
the lucky one of the dozen runners when 
the field was sent away to a bad start. 

The stake event, the Corona, selling, at 
ene mile and seventy yards, produced near- 
&S great a disappointment.as did the 
appearance of McChesney, for in the run- 
ning of the Corona, Florham Queen, the 
post favorite, was crowded into the rail 
after a lot of foul and rough riding through 
the stretch, and after getting to the front 
half way down the straight was thrown on 
the rail at the seventy-yard starting post 
and fell, with her field packed close behind 
her. O’Neil, who rode- her, fell under the 
mere, which rolled over him, while De 
Reezke, the contender when Florham Queen 
fell, went on and won ridden ow, a neck 
before Akela, who was the horse directly 
responsible for the accident to the favorite. 
The foul riding of the ,jjockeys was so plain 
that the stewards did not wait for a com- 
plaint from O'Neil, who was carried off 
the track half conscious, but at once called 
up the riders, and after a short inquiry held 
Burns, rider of Akela, responsible for the 
accident. Akela in consequence was dis- 
qualified and other horses placed up, while 
Burns was fined $200 for his rough riding.

‘The Tone of the Market Continues Good 
Without Especially Supporting 
News Developments. 


The improved tone which the market 
developed on Tuesday lasted through 
yesterday's session, although there was a 
perceptible deterioration in the character 
of the day’s news. The foreign markets 
showed more reflection of the war's dis- 
turbance than on Tuesday, and the day’s 

» domestic news was less favorable. There 
‘were fewer good reports of railway earn- 
ings, and although the weather continued 
promising to the crops there were antici- 
pations of a bad Government report cn 
conditions. Naturally the corn, wheat, 
and cotton markets were all stronger, 
and strength for that reason is not bull- 
ish upon railways. Instead of hopes that 
the Iron Ore Association would reach 
agreement there was the fact that it dis- 
banded as a price controlling association, 
‘With an open market for ore there is a 
g00d argument for cheaper iron, and 
that runs through all cost sheets. The 
leading trade organ considers this “ in- 
opportune.” Probably consumers who 
have been hoping for cheaper iron would 
use a different word. It is explained that 
the result will be to cheapen foundry iron 
rather than the Bessemer iron used by 
the large steel makers, whose “ inte- 
grated” industries are somewhat indif- 
ferent to any likely price change. Doubt- 
jess; but it remains to be seen what 
stimulus cheaper iron will give to the in- 
dependent competitors of the combina- 
tion maintaining pooled prices. If prices 
are held and trade is lost the result is not 
fatisfactory. Mr. Harriman’s hopeful 
views were helpful precisely because of 
their moderation, and the New York City 
bond sale was construed favorably as 
good under the circumstances. That bet- 
ter results have been reached under other 
and remote conditions does not alter the 
fact that a more recent comparison is 
favorable to Tuesday’s flotation. That is 
to say, the bond market seems headed in 
the right direction even though there is 
much lost ground to be regained. Gold 
continues to go out by the front door, but 
also arrives by the back door, the net ef- 
fect being small.

Committee Will Investigate Advisabil- 
ity of Its Dissolution. 


A special meeting of the Directors of the 
Ontario ani Western Railway Company 
was held yesterday afternoon to consider 
a pétition on behalf of 186,000 shares of 
stock, requesting that steps be taken to 
dissolve the voting trust now in control of 
the road.

PRICE OF STAPLES. 

According to the compilation made by 
Dun’s Review, the index number of com- 
modity prices proportioned to consump- 
tion was $102.208 on May 1, against $102.482 
a month previous, and $98.561 at the corre- 
sponding date last year. It is remarkable, 
says Duns Review, that the net change 
in the cost of living was so small during 
April, because there were numerous fluctu- 
ations and many impcrtant events bearing 


upon quotations of the leading staple prod- 
ucts. Were this index number prepared 
without regard to the relative importance 
of each article, and an equal quantity taken 
of all the many hundred commodliities, 
there would probably appear a consider- 
‘able decline, because in so many cases 
where consumption is small there occurred 
roportionately heavy reductions in price. 
ut in order to fairly represent the course 
of prices, it is essential that quantities of 
each commodity, be taken according to the 
per, capita consumption. On this basis it 
- is tound that the cost of living has been 
poerenes but little, numerous declines in 
articies of small importance being almost 
wholly cifset by advances in a few prod- 
muces of extensive consumption. 


ORE ASSOCIATION DISRUPTED. TOPICS IN WALL STREET 


Wall Street Surprised by Announcement 
—The Steel and Iron Outlook. 


Wall Street was surprised yesterday by 
news from Cleveland, Ohio, to the effect 
that the Ore Association, at a meeting held 
in that city, had been abandoned because 
of failure to agree on the allotment of ton- 
nage. The Iron Age, speaking of this mat- 
ter, says in its issue of to-day: 


In the prolonged negotiations there were three 
principal phases. The producing-consuming in- 
terests, with the United States Steel Corporation 
at the head, first held out for prices approxi- 
mating those of last year. Some of the leading 
merchant ore interests demanded that lower 
prices be made to protect their customers. Since 
the steel companies did not sell any ore, they 
finally agreed to let the merahant ore com ies 
fix the prices for the season. This they did at 
the last New York meeting, making the price of 
Standard Old Range Bessemer $3.50, as com- 
pared with $4.50 during the previous season; 
Mesaba Bessemer, $3.25; Old ge non-Besse- 

red with $3.65, and Mesaba 
non-Bessemer, $2.65, as compared with $3.65 last 
year. 


The third phase of the question was settled at 
the Cleveland meeting of the merchant interests 
yesterday, the steel companies not being repre- 
sented. The purpose was to agree upon an allot- 
ment of tonnage, and on this the whole broke 
down. It appears that as early as last season 
one of the leading merchant ore firms entered 
into a number of contracts for the delivery of 
ore with furnace companies, extending over a 
number of years in some instances. During the 
last few, weeks other ore agents and own have 
made similar long-term contracts, extending in 
Some cases over only a few years, with options 
of renewal. In some instances they are based on 
sliding scales fluctuating with the selling prices 
of pig iron. At the meeting the existence of these 
contracts proved an effectual bar to any agree- 
ment, it being stated that in one case the aggre- 
gate of these commitments was greater than the 
total possible allotment. The refusal to purchase 
Ce eaeees in the open market had the natural re- 
sult. 

The disagreement among the ore companies 
comes at a very inopportune time. It is stated, 
very correctly, that the lower prices for ore have 
been long since discounted by the furnacemen in 
their prices for pig iron. But while this is true 
to @ considerable degree, it is doubtful whether 
that discounting has gone to its full length, and 
to that extent the matter is a disturbing factor, 
which may have its influence, too, upon the 
prices of pooled rolling mill products. 

The event of the week_in the foundry industry 
has been the closing of the contracts for the 
castings for the first section of the Pennsyl- 
vania tunnel, involving 62,000 tons of castings 
for the tunnel lining and 12,000 tons of screw 
piles. The work has been divided ually be- 
tween two foundries, one at Wheeling, est Va., 
and the other at Buffalo, at figures far below 
those made by works on the Atlantic seaboard. 
The furnaces of this section therefore lose this 
tonnage, which, however, will not be taken out 
of the market until well glong in this year and 
will extend over the whole of 1905. 

The pig iron markets are weaker’ in all the 
leading producing sections, with the exception, 
possibly, of Eastern Pennsylvania. At least 
one leading interest in the South is ready to 
take business at $9.75 per ton for No. 2 at Bir- 
mingham, and lower prices for local foundry iron 
are made in the Central West and in the Chicago 
district. Bessemer pig, too, is weaker. The bids 
for 30,000 tons of cast-iron pipe for Cincinnati 
are being opened to-day. 

Somewhat more encouraging news comes: from 
those whose customers are the railroads. une 
rail makers have taken quite a little tonnage 
during the past ten days, the —— — 
about 75,000 tons, mostly taken by one mill. 
Altogether, the tonnage booked to date and car- 
ried over from last year is about 1,400,000 tons, 
of which, of course, a good deal has already been 
delivered. The reports from the car building in- 
terests, too, indicate-a somewhat better demand.

lIN THE BUSINESS WORLD 


Opening of Canals Calls Attention 
to Boat Shortage. 


Only 300 Available for the Erie, and 
Traffic Is Diverted to Railroads. 


Transportation companies had been active 
for some time in getting ready for last 
night's opening of the canals. At the canal- 
boat docks, on the East River, a large 
fleet was being f#aded all day with mer- 
chandise consigned to the West. It was 
said that the opening business was such as 
to indicate a continuance of the boat short- 
age of the last three or four years, 

EB. 8. Walsh, agent of the Syracuse and 
New York Canal Line, said that in all 
probability there would be a further diver- 
sion of traffic to the railroads. 

“There are not more than 300 boats in 
the Erie trade,” he said. ‘‘ Of these about 
one-third are of the third-class, which can- 
not carry anything except pig iron and 
other coarse merchandise. The number of 
good boats built in the last year and now 
building does not exceed fifteen. 

“The first-class freight rate from here 
to ‘Syracuse on the railroads is 35 cents a 
hundred pounds, while on the canal the 
rate, including warehouse and other 
charges. is only 15 cents.”’ 

Those interested in canal trade are watch- 
ing the outcome of the plan of W. B. Fol- 
lett of Tonawanda to devote about forty 
boats to package freight traffic. Shipments 
are to be accepted at Western points and 
delivered anywhere along the Erie as far 
as this city. It is said that the railroad 
companies now have most of this business, 
having chartered canal boats for the pur- 
pose. 


LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Wrong Claim Made by Ltnen Importers 
—Other Decisions. 


Although the assessment by the Collector 
Was erroneous, it was allowed to stand on 
an importation of linen dress goods by the 
R. B. Maclea Company of New York, be- 
cause the claim made by the importers 
was also erroneous, This was a decision 
rendered by the Board of United States 
General Appraisers yesterday. 

The goods were linen suitings, flax chief 
value, counting between sixty and 100 
threads to the inch and weighing more 
than four and one-half ounces to the yard, 
with polka dots of wool. They were prop- 
erly dutiable at 2% cents a square yard and 
80 per cent. ad valorem. The Collector clas- 
sified them as manufactured articles, in 
part of wool, at 44 cents a pound and 50 
per cent. The importers claimed that they 
were linen fabrics weighing less than four 
ot one-half ounces, and dutiable at 35 per

Protest from All but MacLean and 
Appellate Justices. 


LETTER SENT TO GOV. ODELL 


Supreme Bench of New York and Kings 
Counties Considers Measure Hos- 
tile and Derogatory. 


All the Justices of the Supreme Court in 
the’ First Department, except those as- 
signed to sit in the Appellate Division and 
Justice Charles F. MacLean, have addressed 
a communication to Gov. Odell expressing 
their disapproval of the Supreme Court 
Trial Commissioners bill. The Appellate 
Justices are Edward Patterson, Charles H. 
Van Brunt, George L. Ingraham, and Mor- 
gan J. O’Brien. The measure was not sub- 
mitted to them, as under its terms they 
would’ have the appointment of the Trial 
Commissioners, subject to the approval of 
the Governor. 

Justice John J. Freedman, while concur- 
ring in the communication as a whole, does 
not join in the reference to the Law’s De- 
lay Commission, but he does express. a 
strong conviction that, so far at least as 
the appointment of Condemnation Commis- 
sioners is concerned, the act is clearly un- 
constitutional. 

LETTER OF THE COURT. 


The letter to the Governor is as follows: 


The undersigned, Justices of the Supreme 
Court assigned to hold Special and Trial 
Terms in the First Department, beg to sub- 
mit to you the poereae as some of the 
considerations why the bill now awaiting 
your official action providing for the ap- 
potiament of Supreme Court Commissioners 
n certain counties of the State should not 
become a law. 

The bill provides for the appointment of a 
small body cf Commissioners in New York 
and Kings Counties, from whom are to be 
selected all referees and all commissioners 
to condemn lands for public uses whom the 
Supreme Court may be called upon here- 
after to appoint in tRose counties. Of all 
the courts in the First and Second Depart- 
ments this act applies only to the Supreme 
Ccurt, and we therefore feel called upon to 
comment on it. The selection of these offi- 
cial referees, or commissioners as they are 
termed in the bill, is not left to the Su- 
preme Court, but ts confided to the joint 
Action of one branch of the court and of the 
Goverror of the State, for no appointment 
ean become effective until it has been sub- 
mitted to the Governor ond has received his 
tecit approval, indicated by his failure to 
exercise his unqualified power of disap- 
proval. s 

This: bill is wholly unprecedented in this 
State, and marks a distinct and radical de- 
parture from the settled policy of the State 
respecting the powers and jurisdiction of 
the Supreme Court, and the division of 
power between the executive and judicial 
brarches of the Government. 

From the very beginning the Supreme 
Court has possessed and exercised juris- 
diction to select and appoint officers, known 
to our practice as referees, to aid in per- 
forming the functions for which it is cre- 
ated. Of this jurisdiction it is now pro- 
posed to divest the court, and to vest it in 
a eirgle branch of the court, subject to the 
approval of the Governcr. It is no answer 
to this criticism to say, as some have said. 
that in giving to the Appellate Division a 
qualified power to select these commission- 
ers the jurisdiction of the court in that 
regard is preserved, for the Supreme Court 
consists not of the Appellate Division, but 
of each part or term, whether held by one 
Justice or by more than one, which is 
called upon to act judicially at anY given 
time in any given cause. 

Hence’ when the Special Term, although 
presided over by but a single Justice, is 
called upon to appoint a referee, as a means 
to assist the court in its judicial action, 
that Special Term is, for the purposes of 
that application, the Supreme Court; its 
decision is the decision of the court; its 
order the order of the court. If in such a 
cause the order must contain the name of a 
referee selected by other eens his se- 
lection and appointment is not the act of 
the court acting judicially, but {s a mere 
ministerial act involving nothing of judicial 
discretion or responsibility. Thus, in des- 
ignating one part or branch of the court to 
select the persons to act as referees in all 
cases, the bill clearly deprives the court 
itself of a jurisdiction always heretofore 
possessed and exercised. 

The bill is also subject to just. criticism 
because it destroys the power of the court 
to select proper assistants with refererice 
to the particular duty which they are to 
perform in the cause in which they are ap- 
pointed. 


FLAWS IN THE MEASURE. 


A limited number of persons are to be 
designated by one branch of the court and 
the Governor, and from these the court, 
when called upon to. appoint referees or 
commissioners in condemnation proceed- 
ings; is to be compelled to name the person 
to aet. When thus called upon to appoint 


a referee or commissioner, it is the duty 
of the court to exercise its judgment in 
the selection and appointment of such 
person or persons as will best secure and 
protect all the rights and interests of the 
parties and insure a just determination of 
the questions upon which they are to pass, 
To secure this, as has been said by our 
own Court of Appeals, the appointment 
must not only in form be made by the 
court, but it must.be its independent, un- 
trarmmeled act in the exercise of its judicial 
responsibility. It is obvious that if the 
court, in making such appointments, is to 
be limited to a small number of persons, 
the appointment will not be its independent 
and untrammeled act, and it will not 
enabled to assume and exercise its judicial 
a: 

The act cannot fail to be recognized as 
an attempt to lessen the dignity and au- 
thority of the court, and as a serious re- 
flection upon the intelligence and judicial 
capacity of the Justices in the First and 
Second Departments, an attack and reflec- 
tion in whih the Governor inevitably must 
join if the bill shall meet his approval. 

If the bill.proposed a new system appli- 
cable to the whole State, it would be ac- 
cepted as an attempt to adopt a new policy 
and introduce a new system of procedure. 
It applies, however, to but two counties, 
and is equivalent to a declaration that in 
these two counties alone should the juris- 
diction of the Justices of the Supreme 
Court be limited and their powers curtailed. 
Even the Justices selected out of the court 
by the Governor of the State to form the 
Appellate Divisions are not deemed worthy 
of performing the duties imposed upon 
them by the bill unless their selections are 
scrutinized and approved by the executive 
head of the State. 

So far as we have been able to ascertain, 
in no State in this country, certainly never 
before in this State, has an attempt been 
made thus to limit and restrict the power 
and jurisdiction of a past of the highest 
court of original jurisdiction by any enact- 
ment not applicable to the whole State. 

If there were no other objections to the 
bill, we are convinced that the number of 
commissioners provided for this county 
will be found to be grossly inadequate for 
the duties intended to be pestormed by 
them. They are to act not‘only as referees, 
but also as commissioners to condemn lands 
for public uses, and the number in this 
county will not exceed twenty-five. 

As the city is constantly expanding, there 
are at all times a great number of pro- 
ceedings initiated for the condemnation of 
land for streets, parks, docks, fire houses, 
schools, and numerous other purposes. We 
are informed that there are several hun- 
dred such proceedings pending at the pres- 
ent time, and there is no reason to sup- 
pose that their number will lessen in the 
future. With the great volume of business 
transacted in the First Department, the 
frequent appointment of referees becomes 
imperative, there bei several hundred 
such appointments made every year. In 
addition to all this it is proposed by an- 
other bill now before you that every one 
of the 6,000 causes annually placed on our 
trial and special term calendars shall be 
referred first to a Supreme Court commis- 
sioner for certain preliminary directions as 
tothe course of procedure. : 

To impose all this work upon twenty or 
twenty-five men is to invite unprecedented 
delay _in the prosecution of judicial work. 
For obvious reasons we enter, at this time, 
upon no discussion of any question touch- 
ing the constitutionality of the measure. 


FIRST CHANCE TO OBJECT. 


We address this communication to you 
because we consider it our duty to protest 
against the enactment of what we deem 
to be a most vicious piece of legislation, 
We have had no proper opportunity here- 
tofore for expressing our views upon this 
bill, or upon any of the other bills proposed 


by the Law’s Delay Commission, That

We were then called into consultation, but

Neither committee 
of the gislature having this measure in 
charge ever intimated any desire to learn 
the views of the Justices, or displayed, 
until the last days of the session, any 
such indication of interest in the bill as 
would justify the conclusion that it was 
seriously considered. 

We therefore embrace this as the first 
available opportunity to discuss and criti- 
cise the measure. Much more might be 
said tending to emphasize what has already 
been suggested. To say more, however, 
would be to expand this communication to 
unreasonable limits, and impose an unwar- 
rantable tax upon your time and patience.

DECLINE SULLY’S OFFER. 


Creditors Will Let Case Take Ordinary 
‘Bankruptcy Course. 


Creditors of Daniel J. Sully & Co. after 
a protracted meeting yesterday, decided to 
refuse al] offers of settlement from the de- 
posed ‘cotton king.’’ The resolution was 
as follows: 


Resolved, That the Conference Committe> of 
Five, heretofore appointed, be advised that no 
negotin.ions should be entered into with the firm 
of D. J. Sully & Co or its rapresentatives until 
a Trustee in bankruptcy for said firm and its 
members shall have been elected. 


Daniel J. Sully, after the meeting, gave 
out the following statement: 

““Under the resolution which has been 
passed at a meeting of the creditors, our 
offer, although solicited, has not been con- 
sidered, and it is asked that we uncondi- 
tionally surrender all our rights without 
the slightest intimation on the part of the 


creditors as to what they will do. We 
hoped that when we made an offer in re- 
sponse to the suggestion that it should be 
put in writing, that it would be gravely and 
seriously considered. We still hope that 
the matter will be speedily terminated.”

MARSHALL BILL DISAPPROVED. 


Mayor Declines It Because of Its Man- 
. ‘datory Clause. 


Mayor McClellan last night transmitted 
to Gov. Odell, with a message declining to 
accept the measure for the city, Senator 
Marshall's bill providing for the establish- 
ment of boys’ clubs in various sections of 
the ¢ity. The Mayor’s chief objection to 
the bill was founded on the mandatory nat- 
ure of the clause requiring the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment to appropriate 
$150,000 for the establishment of the clubs. 

On the hearing which the, Mayor gave on 
the bill an attempt was eto show that 
this clause was discretionary, but even 
Senator Marshall, who fetfered the bill in 
the Legislature, had té4f@dmit that the 


clause was mandatory. "fhe bill was the 
outgrowth of the work of the Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, but was opposed by the 
City Club, the: Citizens’ Union, and the 
Board of Education. The opposition de- 
clared that the ae sought to be accom- 
plished by the bill could be better accom- 
plished through the recreation centres, the 
night schools, and through boys’ clubs es- 
tablised. by private subscriptions. 


INVESTIGATE WENDORFF CASE. 


Central Office Detectives Inquire Into 
Death of Insane Patient. 


At the desire of the District Attorney, 
detectives from the Central Office spent 
yesterday investigating the case of Abra- 
ham Wendorff, who died on Sunday in the 
Manhattan State Hospital for the Insane. 
Eight ribs of the man were found to have 
been crushed in and his body covered with 
bruises and injuries. Speaking of the case 
yesterday, Mr. Jerome said: 

‘“‘The remedy for abuses, if they do exist 
in the Manhattan Hospital, is not in the 
criminal law, but in remedying the man- 
agement of the institution. However, this 


office will do the best it can in presenting 
the case to the Grand Jury.” 

Assistant District Attorney Garvan, who 
is in charge of the case for the District At- 
torney’s office, said that according to the 
report of Coroners’ Physician Schultze, 
Wendorff came to his death as the result of 
acute mania causing congestion of the 
brain, and not owing to the fracture of his

ASPHALT CHARTER DISSOLVED. 


Vice Chancellor Stevenson Says Sale of 
Assets Ended Concern. 


Vice Chancellor Stevenson, sitting in Jer- 
sey City, dissolved yesterday the charter 
of the Asphalt Company of America, incor- 
porated under the laws of New Jersey. The 
application was made by Mrs. Hannah B. 
Gallagher of Philadelphia. 

The Vice Chancellor said the company 
practically went out of existence when the 
receivers: sold-the assets a year ago, and 
he considered it inequitable longer to sub- 


ject the company to the payment of the 
franchise tax imposed by the State. He 
said that any stockholder who objected 
might apply for a modification or vacation 
of the order on May 16. 


MORE SOLDIERS’ BODIES COMING. 


Transport Kilpatrick Bringing Sixty-four 
from Philippines. . 


Sixty-four more bodies of soldiers of the 
United States Army who died in action and 
from disease in the Philippines will arrive 
here on the transport Kilpatrick in about 
ten days. This shipment of bodies includes 
about all of those remaining of men who 
resided in the East. The men were mem- 
bers of the Eighteenth, Twenty-third, Twen- 
ty-seventh, Twenty-eighth, Twenty-ninth, 
and Thirtieth Infantry.

LINER PIGKS UP LOST 
BRIGANTINE’S SAILORS 


Marie’s Men Had Toiled Eight Days 
at the Pumps. 


PRINZESS IRENE SIGHTS THEM 


Volunteer Crew Makes Daring Rescue 
in-Gale and Heavy Sea—Marie’s 
Mascot Pig Lost. 


After having worked for eight days at the 
pumps on their badly strained vessel, in a 
sea running mountain high, and after-pass- 
ing four days in this way without sleep or 
a morsel of food except a few sea-soaked 
hardtack, the Captain and eight men of the 
Austrian brigantine Marie were rescued 
last Sunday by the crew of the German 
steamship Prinzess Irene, which arrived 
here yesterday. 

It was shortly after sunrise on Sunday 
morning when the lookout on the steamship 
sighted the bare sticks of the little brigan- 
tine five miles off the port bow. The wind, 
blowing half a gale from the southwest, 
had churned up a nasty sea, and as the 
liner bore down on the brigantine the ship- 
wrecked men were seen still bending their 
backs to the pumps. 

Fourth Officer Braue of the liner was 
ordered to take seven men in one of the 
boats to the rescue. Volunteers stepped 
forward, and the boat was sent off. 

After an hour's difficult and dangerous 
work the distressed vessel was reached, 
and the small boat caught a line thrown 
over the stern. One by one the ship- 
wrecked men leaped over the rail and were 
picked up. Her Captain, the last to leave, 
set fire to the vessel. As the lifeboat was 
about to return to the steamship the men 
remembered that their pet pig, their mas- 
cot, that had been with them for years, wag 
still on board. One of the German sailors 
got aboard and found the pig, but could not 
catch it. As the boat neared the liner it 
could not be. »icked up, so rough was the 


sea. Several barrels of oil were then 
turned over the side, and as soon as the 
water had. become somewhat more quiet the 
sailors on deck hauled their mates up. 

The wrecked vessel had been thirty-five 
days out from Arubaf bound for Genoa with 
a cargo of phosphate. She had encountered 
a succession of heavy gales from every 
— of the compass, the worst of which 
nad carried away her mast. On Sunday 


night in the saloon a purse was raised } 


among the passengers, so that the Captain 
of the brigantine received $63, the mate 
$45, and each man in the crew $25.
